Chap.  3. 

""AN  ACT  relative  to  the  Troy  and  Sandlake  turnpike 

company. 

Passed  January  16,  1883. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Call. OB  5  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  "The  President,  Di- 

•tockhoidors.  rectors  and  Company  of  the  Troy  and  Sandlake  Turn- 
pike," to  call  in  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  remaining 
thirteen  dollars  upon  each  share  of  ^e  stock  in  said  com- 
pany, not  paid  by  the  stockholders,  for  the  purpose  of  im- 
proving the  condition  of  said  road,  or  parts  thereof,  by 
altering  the  same  in  its  construction,  so  as  to  give  it  more 
solidity  and  permanency,  upon  the  plan  of  McAdam,  or 
otherwise,  as  the  nature  of  thq  soil  over  which  said  road 
passes,  may  appear  to  said  company  best  adapted  for  pro- 
ducing such  results. 

Gottofioad.  ^  ^'  That  such  further  expenditures  on  said  road  bein^ 
made,  and  accounts  thereof  from  time  to  time  being  filea 
with  the  comptroller  of  this  state,  by  the  said  company, 
the  amount  thereof  shall  be  added  to  the  first  cost  of  the 
said  road,  and  the  company  thereupon  be  entitled  to  the 
like  dividends  or  interests  thereon,  as  they  would  be  if 
such  further  expenditures  had  formed  a  part  of  the  first 
cost  of  said  road. 

EUeuoD.  S  3.  That  in  future  the  day  for  choosing  directors  of 

the  said  company,  shall  be  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May, 
annually,  instead  of  the  day  now  fixed  by  law. 


Chap.  4. 

AN  ACT  concerning  the  supreme  court  clerVs  office 

in  the  dty  of  Utica,

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^eW'Tork,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows : 

Be  airs  and  ^  ^'  Thomas  H.  Hubbard,  the  clerk  of  the  supreme 
J^loM.  court,  residing  in  the  city  of  Utica,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  to  make  such  repairs  and  additions  to  the 
out  houses  situated  on  the  supreme  court  clerk's  ofiSce  lot, 
in  the  city  of  Utica,  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  pro- 
per for  the  convenience  of  said  office;,  and  the  said  derk 
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may  also  cause  a  pkin  but  Bubttantial  wood  ience  to  bg 
buiit,  enclosing  said  lot.  ^ 

3  3.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the  eii>«w 
comptroller,  to  the  said  Thomas  H.  Hubbard,  a  sum  not  *"'  '*''■ 
exceeding  sixty  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
eKpenses  of  the  repairs,  alterations  and  erections  contem- 
plated by  this  act. 

3  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Thomas  H.  Hub- ci«i> '» «.- 
bard,  to  render  to  the  comptroller,  a  detailed  account  up-"""'" 
on  oath  of  the  moneys  expended  by  him  under  this  act,  to- 
gether with  the  vouchers   for  such  expenditure,  within 
sixty  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  drawn  from  the 
treasury.

AN  ACT  concerning  the  territorial  limits  and  jurisdiction 
of  the  state  4>f  ^ew-  York  and  the  state  of  ^ew- Jersey, 

Passed  January  18,  1838. 

'    The  People  of  the  State  of  JVeuj-Fori,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows: 

SSTThJl**"'  S  1.  The  governor  shall  appoint  three  commissioners, 
^inM.  "^  who  shall  have  full  powers,  on  the  part  of  the  state  of 
New-York,  to  meet  commissioners  appointed,  or  who 
may  be  appointed,  under  or  by  virtue  of  a  law  of  the  le- 
gislature of  the  state  of  New- Jersey,  to  negotiatie  and 
agree  respecting  the  territorial  limits  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  state  of  New-York  and  the  state  of  New- Jersev.  And 
if  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  a  vacancy  do  hap- 
pen among  those  appointed  by  the  state  of  New- York, 
the  governor,  or  person  administering  the  government  of 
this  state,  is  hereby  authorised  to  supply  the  same. 

Th«irpow.  g  2.  The  said  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  state  of 
New- York,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  agree  upon,  settle  and  determine 
the  limits  and  jurisdictioA  between  the  said  states,  as  to 
them  may  seem  just;  and  their  agreement  in  the  premises 
in  writing,  signed  and  sealed  by  the  said  commissioners 
of  both  states,  or  a  majority  of  them,  respectively,  if  made 
on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  January  next,  shall  be- 
come binding  on  the  state  of  New-York,  when  confirmed 
by  the  respective  legislatures  of  New-York  and  New- 
Jersey,  and  approved  by  congress.

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew-YorJc^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows: 

iSSS^STrefti  5  ^'  ^^^  trustees jof  the  High  School  society  of  New- 
•^t«-  .York  are  hereby  autnorised  to  sell  and  convey  to  any  per- 
son or  persons,  or  bodies  corporate,  all  or  any  part  of  their 
real  estates,  at  such  times,  in  such  manner,  and  for  saoh 
prices  as  a  majority  of  the  said  trustees  shall  deem  advisa- 
ole  for  the  interests  of  the  stockholders.  And  any  deed  or 
conveyance  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  executed 
by  the  said  trustees  under  their  corporate  seal,  and  duhr 
proved  or  acknowledged  according  to  law,  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  vest  in  the  grantee  all  the  estate. and  interest  of 
the  said  trustees  in  the  real  estate  mentioned  and  de- 
scribed in  such  conveyance. 

Majwg;       5  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majo- 

tioii  rity  of  them,  whenever  they  shall  deem  it  beneficial  to 

the  interests  of  the  stockholders  that  the  corporation  should 

be  dissolved,  to  make  application  to  the  court  of  chancery 

by  a  petition  for  a  decree  dissolving  the  same. 

^^^  p'»-  S  8.  The  provisions  of  the  third  article  of  title  fourth 
of  chapter  eighth  of  the  third  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
with  tne  exception  of  the  last  section  thereof,  shall  apply 
to  Ae  said  corporation  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the 
like  eflfect  as  it  it  were  expressly  named  therein.

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Chap.  10. 

AN  ACT  altering  the  name  of  Silas  Parish. 

Passed  January  23,  1838, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-Yorkf  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Si.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  Silas  Pa- 
rish, of  the  town  of  Augusta,  in  the  county  of  Oneida, 
shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  Silas  Duncan. 

Chap.  11. 

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  powers  of  the  common  council  of 
the  city  of  J^ew-YorTc,  and  the  police  and  criminal  courts 
of  the  said  city. 

Passed  January  23,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Si.  All  persons,  who,  being  habitual  drunkards,  areponoMwiM 
destitute  and  without  visible  means  of  support;  or  who,  JiSJLdTTft- 
being  such  habitual  drunkards,  shall  abandon,  neglect  or  i"*"^* 
refuse  to  aid  in  the  support  of  their  families,  who  may  be 
complained  of  by  such  families;  all  persons  who  shall  have 
contracted  an  infectious  or  other  disease  in  the  practice  of 
drunkenness  or  debauchery,  requiring  charitable  aid  to  re- 
store them  to  health;  all  common  prostitutes,  who  have 
no  lawful  employment,  whereby  to  maintain  themselves; 
all  able-bodied  or  sturdy  beggars  who  may  apply  for  alms 
or  solicit  charity;  all  persons  wandering  abroad,  lodging 
in  watch-houses,  out-nouses,  market-places,  sheds,  sta- 
bles, or  uninhabited  buildings,  or  in  the  open  kir,  and  not 
giving  a  good  account  of  themselves;  all  persons  wander- 
ing abroad  and  begging,  or  who  go  about  from  door  to 
door,  or  place  themselves  in  the  streets,  highways,  passa- 
ges, or  other  public  places,  to  beg  or  receive  alms,  within 
the  said  city,  shall  be  deemed  vagrants. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  constable  or  other  Ma?  b.iiA«i 
peace-officer,  whenever  required  by  any  person,  to  carry,  JJ^*"^' 
convey  or  conduct  such  vagrant  before  the  mayor,  recor- 
der or  one  of  the  aldermen  or  special  justices  of  the  said 
city,  for  the  purpose  of  examination. 

S  3.  If  such  magistrate  be  satisfied  by  the  confession  of  ^^J^^'j*^,*.*' 
•■^fbify  offender,  or  competent  testimony,  that  such  person  is  fconMor immi- 
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a  vagrant  within  the  description  aforesaid,  he  shall  make 
up  and  sign  a  record  of  conviction  thereof,  which  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  sessions;  and 
shall,  by  warrant,  under  his  hand,  commit  such  vagrant, 
if  not  a  notorious  offender,  and  be  a  proper  object  for  such 
relief,  to  the  alms-house  of  the  said  city  for  any  time  not 
exceeding  six  months,  there  to  be  kept  at  hard  labor;  or 
if  the  offender  be  an  improper  person  to  be  sent  to  the 
alms-house,  then  such  person  shall  be  committed  for  the 
like  time  to  the  penitentiary  of  said  city. 

S  4.  Any  person  who  shall  be  intoxicated,  under  such 
circumstances,  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  any  such  magis- 
trate, amount  to  a  violation  of  public  decency,  may  be 
convicted  of  such  offence  by  any  such  magistrate,  upon 
competent  testimony,  arid  fined  for  such  offence,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  five  dollars;  and  in  default  of  payment  of 
such  fine,  may  be  committed  to  prison  by  such  magistrate, 
until  the  same  be  paid;  but  such  imprisonment  shall  not 
exceed  five  days. 

§  5.  Any  person  who  shall  drive  or  ride  any  horse 
through  any  street,  lane,  alley  or  public  place,  within  the 
lamp-district  in  the  city  of  New-York,  with  greater  speed 
than  at  the  rate  of  five  miles  in  an  hour,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  disorderly  conduct,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
by  any  such  magistrate,  either  upon  the  confession  of  the 
party,  or  competent  testimony,  may  be  fined  for  such  of- 
fence, any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars;  and  in  default 
of  payment  of  such  fine,  may  be  committed  to  prison  by 
such  magistrate,  until  the  same  be  paid,  but  such  impri^ 
sonment  shall  not  exceed  ten  days. 

§  6.  In  all  cases  in  which,  by  the  provisions  of  titles 
first  and  second  of  chapter  second  of  part  fourth  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  any  magistrate  in  the  city  of  New-York 
might  require  any  person  to  enter  into  a  recognizance, 
with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  appear  at  the  next 
court  of  general  sessions,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such 
magistrate,  either  in  addition  thereto,  or  in  lieu  thereof, 
to  require  any  such  person  to  enter  into  a  recognizance, 
with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  keep  the  peace  to  the 
people  of  this  state,  and  particularly  to  any  person  requi- 
'ring  such  security  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve 
months;  and  in  default  of  giving  such  recognizance,  with 
sufficient  surety  or  sureties,  to  commit  such  person,  until 
the  same  may  be  entered  into,  and  the  magistrate  who 
may  have  required  such  sureties,  may  in  his  discretion,  at 
any  time  discharge  the  same. 
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S  7.  All  persons  who  may  have  actually  abandoned  r<iHH  •»* 
their  wives  or  children  in  the  city  of  New-York,  with-  rhiIiI!''wi"M 
out  adequate  support,  or  in  danger  of  becoming  a  burden  "  ''■''''~- 
upon  the  public,  or  who  may  neglect  to  provide,  accord- 
ing to  their  means,  for  their  wives  or  children,  are  here- 
by declared  to  be  disorderly  persons,  within  the  meaning 
of  title  fifth  of  chapter  twentieth  of  part  first  of  the  Revi- 
sed Statutes,  and  may  be  proceeded  against,  as  such,  in 
the  manner  directed  by  the  said  title.     And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  magistrate,  before  whom  any  such  person 
may  be  brought  for  examination,  to  judge  and  determine 
from  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case,  whether  the 
conduct  of  any  person  amounts  to  such  desertion  or  ne 
gleet  to  provide  for  his  wife  or  children. 

S  S.  In  all  complaints  before  any  magistrate  in  the  city  aaMr  tt 
of  New-York,  for  disorderly  conduct,  it  shall  be  lawful  JJJ?  *'**' 
for  such  magistrate,  if  in  his  opinion  such  disorderly  con- 
duct tends  to  a  breach  of  the  peace,  to  require  the  party 
against  whom  such  conduct  may  be  proved,  either  by  his 
or  her  own  confession,  or  by  competent  testimony,  to  give 

— a:_: — . j.. ities,  for  his  or  her  good  behavior, 
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such  subsequent  conviction  shall  be  had,  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding five  years. 

IV.  §  12.  Every  person  having  been  convicted  of  petit  lar- 

ceny, or  of  an  attempt  to  commit  an  offence,  which,  if  per- 
petrated, would  be  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  a  state 
prison, -^«ii.d  having  been  pardoned  or  otherwise  discharged, 
who  shall  si^bsequently  be  convicted  in  the  said  city  of 
New-York  of  petit  larceny,  or  of  any  attempt  to  commit 
an  offence,  which,  if  perpetrated,  would  be  punishable  by 
imprisonment  in'  a  state  prison,  may  be  sentenced  by  the 
court,  before  whom  such  conviction  may  be  had,  in  its 
discretion,  to  imprisonment  either  in  the  penitentiary  of

S  1*  Gerrit  Smith,  Henry  Pitzhugh^  and  others^  ^l^o  cfpomtiw 
now  are  holders  of  stock  of  an  association  which  has  built  c"**^- 
and  put  into  operation^  on.  Lake  Ontario,  a  steam-boat 
called  the  tJnited  States,  and  those  who  may  hereafter 
become  holders  of  the  stock  hereby  authorised  to  be  cre- 
ated, ^re  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the 
tiame  of  the  Ont^io  Jtnd  St.  Lawrende  steam-boat  com- 
pany, for  the  sole  purpose  of  navigating  the  said  lake^  and 
the  Niagara  and  St  Lawrence  rivers  by  steam^boat»* 

S  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  forty*  gt^^ki 
'  five,  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  on0       , 
hundred  dollars  each. 
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S  3.  The  afiairs  and  business  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  conducted  and  managed  by  nine  directors,  who  shall  be 
stockholders  in  said  corporation:  and  the  several  persons 
who  are  directors  of  said  association  at  the  time  of  this 
enactment,  shall  be  and  remain  directors  of  said  corpora- 
tion until  the  next  annual  election,  or  until  others  are 
elected  in  their  stead.

powers  of  a  corporation  as  defined  in  the  eighteenth  chap-  *^"* 
ter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  that  chapter,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  the  same  have  been  repealed  before  the 
passage  of  this  act,  or  are  modified  by  the  act  recited  in 
the  section  next  following,  or  by  this  act  in  respect  to 
the  corporation  created  hereby.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 

county  of  Erie, 

Passed  March  12,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  ^ew-York^   represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows  : 

5  1.  For  the  purpose  of  trying  and  determining  ail 
questions  of  fact  and  law,  and  hearing  and  deciding  all 
motions,  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  and  for  the  coun- 
ty of  Erie,  may  be  held  by -the  first  or  any  other  judge  of 
said  court,  being  of  the  degree  of  counsellor  at  law  in 
the  supreme  court,  either  alone  or  with  one  or  mbre  of 
the  other  judges:  and  the  said  first  or  other  judge  here- 
by authorised  to  hold  said  court,  who  may  have  presided 
at  the  trial  of  a  cause  in  said  court,  shall  be  authorised  in 
vacation  or  in  term  to  settle,  sign  and  seal  any  case  or 
bill  of  exceptions  made  or  taken  on  such  trial,  notwith- 
standing other  judges  of  said  court  may  also  have  been 
present  upon  the  bench  at  such  trial. 

S  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  immedi* 
ately  on  the  passage  thereof.

with  the  clerk  of  said  city. 

lUMffBtUoa.  5  3.  That  any  person  who  is  now  or  shall  hereafter  be 
elected  to  the  office  of  alderman  in  said  city,  may  tender 
his  i^signation  of  such  office  to  the  mayor  of  said  city. 
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^  4.  That  the  dommon  council  shall  determine  the  rules  Powen  or 
'of  its  own  proceedings,  and  be  the  judge  of  the  election  coumS? 
and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  have  power  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

S  5.   That  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  Ho«k  and

mentioned  nine  chains  eighty-eight  links,  to  the  northerly

ration newspaper  printed  in  said  city;  and  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  said  fourteen  days,  the  common  council  shall 
give  notice  to  said  owner  or  owners,  by  publishing  the 
same  for  thirty  days  in  the  corporation  newspaper,  that 
such  owner  or  owners  may  file  a  notice  with  the  clerk  of

and  expenses  thereof  on  the  real  estate  of  the  persons 
benefitted,  in  proportion  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  bene- 
fit resulting  to  each:  a  majority  of  all  the  aldermen  au- 
thorised by  law  to  be  elected,  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  choice  of  such  commissioners.  The  commission- 
ers shall  be  sworn  by  the  mayor  or  any  justice  of  the 
peace  in  said  city,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  execute 
their  duty  in  making  such  assessment  according  to  the 
best  of  their  ability.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  presidentf  directors  and  com" 
pany  of  the  Herkimer  county  bank. 

Passed  March  14,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSCew-Yor^^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

5  r.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  village  of  Little-  N«n»^ 
Palls,  and  county  of  Herkimer,  a  bank,  to  be  called  the 
Herkimer  county  bank,  whose  operations  of  discount  and 
deposit  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  village  of  Little-Falls, 
and  not  elsewhere, 

S  2.  All  persons  who  shall  become  holders  of  the  capi-  J^^JJJJ*'**' 
tal  stock  of  the  said  bank,  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the 
Herkimer  County  Bank;"  and  such  corporation  shall  con- 
tinue until  the  first  day  of  January,' in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixty-three.

Passed  March  22,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

S  1.  The  trustees  of  school  district  number  twelve,  in 
the  town  of  Aurelius,  in  the  county  of  Cayuga,  are  here- 
by authorised  and  required  immediately  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  to  levy  and  collect  by  tax  on  the  taxa- 
ble inhabitants  of  the  said  district,  the  sum  of  eighty-five 
dollars,  besides  five  per  cent  commission  for  collection,  and 
to  pay  the  said  sum  of  eighty-five  dollars  to  Stephen 
Sprague,  Orange  Spalding  and  Robert  R.  Cowan,  late 
trustees  of  the  said  school  district,  in  full  of  all  their  claims 
for  moneys  paid  and  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  suits 
prosecuted  against  them,  or  against  the  collector  of  said 
district;  arid  no  such  tax  shall  be  levied  until  a  majority  of 
the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  said  district,  at  a  regular 
meeting,  shall  have  authorised  the  same,  and  a  majority 
of  the  said  inhabitants  may  direct  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  said  sum  to  be  raised.

Chap.  125. 

AN  ACT  to  appoint  commissioners  to  lay  out  a  road  from 
WaleSy  in  the  county  of  Erie,  to  Attica^  in  the  county  of 
Oenesee. 

Passed  April  9,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  ^ew-Vork  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

S  1.  Lawrence  J.  Woodruff,  Nathan  M.  Mann  and  Ro- 
bert Earl  jun.  or  any  two  of  them,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  lay  out  a  public  highway  of  the  width  of 
four  rods,  from  the  Big-Tree  road,  in  the  town  of  Wales, 
in  the  county  of  Erie,  to  Attica  in  the  county  of  Genesee, 
on  the  most  eligible  and  direct  route. 

S  2.  The  said  commissioners,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  duties  aforesaid,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  oath 
prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  this  state,  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace;  and  after  laying  out  the  said  road,  shall 
cause  an  accurate  description  from  actual  survey,  by 
courses  and  distances,  of  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  in 
each  and  every  town,  to  be  drawn  up,  which  they  shall 
subscribe  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  in  which 
such  point  of  the  said  road  shall  lie;  whose  duty  shall  be 
to  record  the  same  in  like  manner  as  he  is  by  law  required 
to  record  the  orders  of  highway  commissioners  in  laying 
out  public  highways. 

§  3.  The  damages  sustained  by  any  owner  or  occupant 
of  inclosed,  improved  or  cultivated  land,  through  which 
such  highway  shall  pass,  shall  be  ascertained,  levied  and 
paid;  and  the  said  road  shall  be  districted,  opened  and 
improved,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  titla  first  of  the 
sixteenth  cliapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

§  4.  The  said  commissioners  shall  be  allowed  two  dol- 
lars per  day  for  every  day  actually  employed  in  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  aforesaid,  besides  the  necessary 
charges  of  a  surveyor  and  chain  bearers,  which  said  al- 
lowance and  expenses  shall  be  apportioned  upon  the  se- 
veral towns  through  which  said  highway  shall  pass,  in 
roportion  to  the  length  of  the  highway  in  each  town,  to 
e  levied  and  collected  as  other  contingent  charges  of 
such  towns  are  by  law  directed  to  be  levied  and  collected. 

§  5.  If  either  of  said  commissioners  shall  die  or  neglect 
or  refuse  to  perform  the  duties  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  first  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas

Passed  April  9,  1833.

$  1.  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursu- corportooii 
ant  to  this  act,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  •"•*^- 
by  the  name  of  "  The  Blenheim,  Jefferson  and  Harpers- 
field  Turnpike  Road  Company." 

S  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  possess  the  owewi

AN  ACT /or  the  relief  of  Samuel  M.  Mott  and  Joseph  SI 

Palmer, 

Passed  April  11,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew^Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Jlssembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

5  1.  The  comptroller  shall  audit  the  account  of  Sa-* 
muel  M.  Mott,  sheriff  of  Oneida  county,'  for  transporting 
Charles  C.  Kinney,  Urgat  Utley  and  Daniel  W.  Hallenbeck, 
three  convicts,  from  the  town  of  Rome,  in  the  county  of 
Oneida,  to  Poughkeepsie,  in  the  county  of  Dutchdss,  and 
from  thence  back  to  the  said  town  of  Rome. 

S  2.  The  comptroller  shall  also  audit  the  account  of 
Joseph  S.  Palmer,  sheriff  of  the  county  of  Madison,  for 
transporting  Loring  L.  May  and  James  Murdock,  two 
convicts,  from  the  town  of  Morrisville,  in  the  county  of 
Madison,  to  the  city  of  Albany,  and  from  thence  back  to 
the  said  town  of  Morrisville. 

3  3,  The  comptroller  in  auditing  said  accounts,  shall 
jallo^^  the  same  compensation  to  said  sheriffs  respoittively, 
as  is  allowed  by  law  for  carrying  convicts  to  the  state 
prison  in  this  state.

AN  ACT  to  alter  and  amend  the  a^t  entitled  "  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Saratoga  turnpike  company ^^^  passed 
April  2^th,  1832. 

Passed  April  11,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Jfeio-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  Moses  Williams  and  James  M.  Cook,  of  Ballston  ^jpjj««»» 
Spa,  Eli  M.  Todd  and  John  House,  of  Waterford,  Jacob 
C.  Lansing,  Samuel  H.  Mulford,  of  Lansingburgh,  Ebene- 
zer  C.  Barton,  Townsend  M'Ooun,  Stephen  Warren, 
Isaac  McConnihe,  Robert  D.  Silliman,  Alsop  Weed  and 
Abraham  Van  Tuyl,  of  Troy,  and  all  such  persons  as  shall 
associate  with  them  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  good  and 
permanent  McAdam  road,  on  the  most  direct  and  practi- 
cable route,  from  the  lower  ferry  in  the  city  of  Troy,  by 
way  of  Union  bridge  in  the  village  of  Lansingburgh,  and 
thence  by  the  most  direct  and  practicable  route  by  the 
house  of  Ephraim  Stevens,  in  the  town  of  Clifton-Park, 
in  the  county  of  Saratoga,  to  some  eligible  point  in  the 
village  of  Ballston  Spa,  passing  near  the  house  of  James 
Jones,  shall  be,  for  the  purposes  mentioned,  a  body  poli- 
tic and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of 
"  The  Troy  and  Saratoga  McAdam  Road  Compajoy,'' 
and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  suing  and  being  sued,  answering  and  being  answer- 
ed unto,  impleading  and  being  impleaded  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatsoever.  But  nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  authorise  the  said  company  to  lay  out  or  construct 
said  road  from  Washington-street,  in  the  village  of  Lan- 
singburgh, north  to  Union  bridge,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
now  dwelling-house  of  CorneHus  Lansing,  without  his  per- 
mission in  writing,  first  obtained  for  that  purpose. 

S  2,  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make  and  R«ai  eatat*. 
use  a  common  seal,  to  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and 
personal  estate  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation,  and 
enter  into  such  contracts  as  may  be  necessary  to  accom- 
plish the  purposes  for  which  the  said  corporation  is  above  * 
stated  to  be  incorporated. 

§  3.  The  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  three  stock. 
thousand  shares  pf  fifty^doUars  each,  and  the  persons 
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named  in  the  first  section  of  ttus  act  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  for  said  stock. 

S  4.  The  said  company  shall  possess  the  general  powers 
and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  general  liabilities  of 
turnpike  corporations,  as  prescribed  in  title  first,  chapter 
eighteen,  part  first  of  the  Kevised  Statutes,  except  as  the 
same  are  altered  or  modified  by  this  act. 

S  5.  The  said  road  shall  be  at  least  forty  feet  wide, 
and  not  less  than  twenty  feet  nor  more  than  thirty  feet  in 
width  thereof,  from  the  city  of  Troy  through  the  village 
of  Waterford,  and  not  less  than  eighteen  feet  in  width 
thereof  from  the  said  village  of  Waterford  to  Ballston 
Spa,  shall  be  constructed  in  the  following  manner:  It 
shall  be  excavated  to  the  depth  of  at  least  twelve  inches, 
where  the  ground  is  clayey  or  of  an  alluvial  quality,  and 
filled  in  to  the  depth  of  four  inches  with  hard  gravel;  and 
there  shall  then  be  placed  a  bed  of  solid  stone  work  upon 
the  said  gravel  eight  inches  deep,  which  as  well  as  the  in- 
terstices shall  be  covered  over  and  filled  in  with  pounded 
stone  ol(  a  durable  quality,  so  as  to  form  a  smooth  surface 
and  impervious  to  water:  but  when  a  rocky  or  gravelly 
bottom  is  found,  the  excavation  and  stone  work  may  be 
reduced  to  six  inches  in  depth:  and  the  arch  of  said  road 
shall  be  raised  at  least  six  inches  in  the  centre,  above  the 
extremity  of  the  sides,  and  the  sides  shall  be  well  secured 
by  solid  curb  stone  sufiicient  to  sustain  the  road  in  pro- 
per shape:  and  the  bridges  across  said  road  shall  be  built 
of  stone  or  wood,  and  shall  be  so  constructed  in  the  city 
of  Troy,  and  the  villages  of  Lansingburgh  and  Waterford, 
as  not  to  interfere  with  or  alter  the  pitch  or  level  qf  the 
gutters  or  side- walks  of  any  street,  without  the  consent  of 
the  respective  corporations  of  said  city  or  villages. 

§  6.  The  superintendent  shall  receive  for  his  services 
such  compensation  from  the  said  company  as  shall  be 
agreed  upon,  or  in  case  of  disagreement,  as  shall  be  cer- 
tified to  be  reasonable  by  the  comptroller. 

S  7.  No  toll  shall  be  received  at  any  of  said  gates  until 
the  superintendent  shall  have  made  under  oath  and  filed 
in. the  office  of  the  clerks  of  the  counties  of  Rensselaer  and 
Saratoga,  a  certificate  that  so  much  of  the  said  road  as  lies 
within  the  said  respective  counties  has  been  in  all  respects 
constructed  accordmg  to  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  section 
of  this  act. 

S  8.  As  soon  as  the  said  company  shall  have  completed 
five  miles  of  said  road,  as  in  this  act  provided,  they  may 
erect  a  half  toll-gate  thereon,  and  exact  tolls  thereat,  at  the 
rates  in  the  next  section  of  this  act  provided;  and  if  the  said 
company  shall,  within  two  years  aher  the  erection  of  such 
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gate,  complete  five  miles  more  of  laid  road  as  aforesaid, 
they  may  erect  another  half  toll-gate,  and  exaet  the  like 
tolls  thereat,  and  so  on  as  often  as  five  miles  of  said  road 
shall  in  like  manner  be  finished  and  completed.  WiUiin  two 
years  after  the  comi^tion  of  the  preceding  five  miles  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be.  lawful  for  the  said  company  to  construct 
a  half  toll-gate  thereon  in  the  manner  above  provided,  and 
to  exact  toll$  thereat,  as  in  this  act  provided;  but  no  rate 
shall  be  continued  on  any  part  of  said  road,  unless  the  whole 
of  said  road  shall  have  been  completed,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  within  six  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act;  and  unless  the  whole  road  shall  be  finished  within  the 
said  six  years,  this  act  shall  cease  and  be  abrogated. 

S  9.  Whenever  a  certificate  shall  have  been  filed,  of  the  *•**  •f  •*»"• 
completion  of  five  miles  of  said  road,  as  herein  before  pro- 
vided, and  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  of,  as  is  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  title  first,  chapter  eighteen, 
part  first  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  said  company  may 
exact  and  receive  at  each  of  their  toll-gates,  the  following 
rates  of  toll,  to  wit:  for  every  score  of  dieep  or  hogs,  five 
cents;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  horses  or  mules,  twelve 
and  fa  half  cents,  and  in  that  proportion  for  any  greater 
or  less  number  of  sheep,  hogs,  cattle^  horses  or  mules; 
for  every  horse  and  rider,  two  cents;  for  every  sulkey, 
chair  or  chaise  drawn  by  one  horse,  six  and  a  quarter 
cents;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  one  horse,  ox  or  mule, 
three  cents;  for  every  one  horse  wagon  drawn  by  one 
horse,  three  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coachee,  phae- 
ton or  other  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse,  two  cents; 
for  every  stage,  wagon  or  other  four  wheeled  carriage 
drawn  by  two  horses,  eight  cents,  and  for  every  additional 
horse,  two  cents;  and  for  every  sleigh  or  sled  drawn  by 
one  horse,  mule  or  ox,  three  cents,  and  for  every  addition- 
al horse,  mule  or  ox,  one  cent.  But  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
to  receive  more  than  three  cents  for  every  wagon  usually 
employed  in  the  transportation  of  produce  or  merchandize 
at  the  gate  to  be  erected  nearest  the  city  of  Troy. 

Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  savior 
in  any  manner  to  abridge  or  impair  the  jurisdiction  of  the  *'**""^ 
corporation  qf  the  city  of  Troy,  or  the  trustees  of  the  vil- 
lages of  Lansingburgb  or  Waterford,  in  regard  to  the  po-

S  1.  All  that  district  of  country  in  the  town  of  Men- BoanJintt. 
don  and  county  of  Monroe,  contained  within  the  follow- 
ing limits,  that  is  to  say:  commencing  at  the  point  where 
the  roads  intersect  each  other  that  lead  from  Bloomfield 
to  Pittsford,  and  from  West-Mendon  to  Victor,  and  run-  , 
ning  one-lialf  mile  north,  one  half  mile  south,  one-half 
mile  east  and  one-half  mile  west,  from  said  place  of  be- 
ginning, containing  a  part  of  said  town  one  mile  square; 
which  shall  hereafter  oe  known  by  the  name  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Mendon. 

S'  2.  There  shall  be  five  trustees  of  said  village,  who  TtostcM. 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  annually  in  public  meeting  by 
the  inhabitants  thereof  qualified  to  vote  for  town  officers, 
on  the  first  Mopday  in  May  in  each  year.  They  shall  be 
freeholders,  and  all  officers  appointed  by  them  shall  be  re- 
sidents of  the  village.  Notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting  shall  be  put  up  in  three  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  village  eight  days  previous  thereto. 
The  first  meeting  shall  be  called  by  the  justices  or  justice 
of  the  peace  residing  in  said  village,  who  shall  preside 
thereat.  The  trustees  shall  call  and  preside  at  all  subse- 
quent meetings.  The  presiding  officers  shall  determine 
the  qualifications  of  voters,  ana  in  open  meeting  declare 
the  result.     A  plurality  of  votes  shall  constitute  a  choice.  , 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  vtnuUnt 
their  president,  and  designate  any  other  trustee  to  preside 
at  their  meetings  in  his  absence.*  They  may  appoint  a 
clerk,  treasurer,  collector,  constable  and  pound-master, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  re- 
moved by  the  trustees,  and  shall  give  such  security  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  offices  as 
the  trustees  may  require.  The  clerk,  shall  keep  all  the 
records  and  papers  belonging  to  said  village.  The  col- 
lector, constable  and  pound-master  shall  have  the  same 
powers,  duties,  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  lia- 
biltties  as  similar  officers  in  the  towns  of  this  state;  but 
the  constable  shall  have  no  authority  to  serve  or  execute 
any  civil  process  out  of  said  village,  except  it  be  in  favor 
of  said  village,  or  against  an  inhabitant  thereof,  or  other 

i)ersons  fleeing  from  it.     The  collector  shall  be  entitled, 
or  his  services,  to  five  per  cent  upon  all  moneys  by  him 
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collected,  and  may  collect  the  same  in  addition  to  the  mms^ 
specified  in  his  warrant. 

S  4.  The  trustees  may  make  and  publish  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  and  alter,  modify  and  repeal  the 
same^  relating  to  the  draining  and  filling  up  the  highways, 
roads,  streets  and  alleys,  and  keeping  the  same  free  from 
obstructions,  impediments  and  nuisances;  to  prevent  the 
discharge  of  fire-arms  of  all  kinds,  and  the  using  of  fire- 
works  of  every  description,  in  said  village;  to  restrain 
swine,  horses,  sheep  and  cattle  from  running  at  large;  to 
prevent  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  said  village;  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  common  pound;  to  pi'event  the 
dangerous,  construction  and  condition  of  fire-placfes,  chim- 
neys, stoves  and  stove-pipes;  to  organize  fire  companies 
and  provide  engines,  and  all  apparatus  usual  and  necessa- 
ry for  extinguishing  fires;  to  construct  walks  across  the 
streets  in  said  village,  and  keep  them  in  repair;  to  flag, 
pave,  improve  and  protect  sidewalks  on  the  said  streets. 
The  said  trustees  sball  appoint  by  writing,  under  the  seal 
of  the  corporation,  sixteen  firemen  to  every  engine  at  any 
time  possessed  by  the  village,  who  shall  hold  their  places 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  trustees,  and  be  exempt  from 
service  in  the  militia,  except  in  case  of  war,  invasion  or 
insurrection,  and  upon  juries  in  courts  of  record.  The 
trustees  shall  prescribe  the  time  and  mode  of  the  exercise 
of  the  fire  companies,  and  establish  rules  for  their  regu- 
lation, and  enforce  obedience  to  them  by  penalties. 

S  5.  Trustees  and  all  oflScers  and  firemen  appointed  by 
them  shall  give  notice  in  writing  of  their  acceptance  with- 
in five  days  after  notice  of  their  election  or  appointment: 
the  trustees  first  elected  to  the  justice  who  presides  at 
the  first  meeting,  which  shall  be  filed  by  the  clerk  when 
appointed;  and  all  succeeding 'trustees,  and  all  persons 
appointed  by  them  to  any  ofl5ce  or  place,  to  the  clerk  of 
said  village.  Vacancies  in  the  board  of  trustees  happen- 
ing in  any  manner,  may  be  filled  by  a  special  election,  at 
a  meeting  Called  by  like  notice,  and  conducted  for  that 
purpose,  in  like  manner  as  the  annual  meeting.  The  trus- 
tees may  make  new  appointments  of  firemen  and  officers 
appointed  by  them,  whenever  vacancies  occur*  The  trus- 
tees shall  have  stated  meetings,  and  any  trustee  may  call 
special  meetings  of  the  board. 

S  6.  The  inhabitants  of  said  village  liable  to  be  assess- 
ed or  taxed  at  annual  meetings,  may  vote  to  raise  by  tax, 
for  any  village  purpose,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 
The  trustees  shall  assess  the  sum  so  voted  as  soon  as  may 
be,  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  taxable  in- 
iiabitants  of  said  village,  as  nearly  as  possible  according 
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to  llie  last  corrected  assessment  roll  of  the  town  of  Men- 
don*  In  making  the  assessment,  they  shall  proceed  in  the 
same  manner,  give  the  same  noticoi  and  have  the  same 
power  to  make  corrections,  as  assessors  in  towns.  When 
the  assessment  is  completed,  they  shall  file  one  copy  of 
the  assessment  roll  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  villaffe, 
with  a  certificate  that  it  is  the  assessment  made  to  raise 
the  tax  voted  at  the  last  preceding  annual  meeting,  and 
shall  deliver  another  copy  to  the  treasurer.  They  shall 
deliver  a  third  copy  to  the  collector,  with  a  warrant  un- 
der their  hands  and  seal  of  the  corporation,  directing  him 
to  collect  the  tax  within  such  time  as  they  shall  specify, 
and  pay  it  to  the  treasurer.  The  trustees  may  extend  the 
time  for  collection  and  payment  from  time  to  time,  if  ne- 
cessary. 

S  7.  The  trustees  may  construct  walks  across  any  of  sidewaiki. 
the  streets  and  sidewalks,  upon  one  or  both  sides  of  any 
street  in  said  village;  but  oefore  they  do  construct  any 
sidewalk  or  crosswalk,  the  consent,  in  writing,  to  such 
construction,  of  a  matjority  of  the  persons  liable  to  be  as- 
sessed therefor,  shall  be  obtained  and  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk.  The  trustees  shall  not  be  required  to  make  it, 
but  may  exercise  their  own  discretion.  The  trustees  shall 
prescribe  the  materials  to  be  used  and  the  mode  of  con- 
struction. Every  person  liable  to  be  assessed  for  any 
sidewalk,  shall  be  permitted  to  construct  it  in  front  of  his 
own  land;  but  if  the  walk  be  not  done  in  the  manner  and 
within  the  time  specified  by  the  trustees,  they  may  cause 
it  to  be  done,  and  include  the  expense  in  the  assessment. 
The  trustees  shall  make  the  assessment  for  every  such  im- 
provement The  principle  of  all  such  assessments  shall 
be,  to  assess  all  persons  to  be  benefitted  by  the  improve- 
•ment,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  benefit.  The  mode 
of  assessment  and  collection  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the 
case  of  village  taxes.  All  assessments  upon  real  estates, 
whether  for  such  improvements  or  for  such  taxes,  shall.be 
assessments  against  the  owner  and  occupant,  and  may  be 
collected  of  either;  and  if  paid  by  the  tenant  or  occupant, 
may  be  recovered,  with  interest,  of  the  owner  by  suit,  as 
for  money  paid  at  his  request  The  trustees  shall  give  all 
persons  liaole  to  be  assessed  for  the  construction  of  side- 
walks or  crosswalks,  and  who  do  not  give  the  required 
consent  thereto,  an  opportunity  to  state  their  objections^ 
and  for  that  'purpose  shall  give  the  same  notice  of  time 
and  place  of  hearing  such  objections  as  is  required  in  the 
case  of  meetings  for  the  election  of  trustees. 

S  8.  Cattle  and  beasts  of  all  kinds  belonging  to  an  m^ciuk^ 
habitant  of  the  village,  may  be  impounded,  if  found  run- 
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mng  at  large,  contrary,  to  a  by4aw  of  the  vills^e,  and 
sold,  if  the  owner  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  fees  of  the  pound- 
fnasteTy  after  personal  notice  of  the  impounding  and  the 
amount  of  fees.  In  additidn  to  personal  notice  to  the 
•owner,  the  pound-master  shall  put  up  notice^  in  writing, 
for  sijt  dayS)  of  the  time  and  place  of  sale^  at  the  pound, 
and  in  three  other  public  places/ describing  the  animals  to 
ne  sold)  and  giving  the  name  of  the  owner.  The  fees 
may  be  paid  and  a  sale  prevented  at  any  time  before  the 
day  of  sale.  In  case  of  sale^  the  pound-master  shall  pay 
the  overplus,  after  deducting  his  fees  and  charges,  to  the 
treasurer  for  the  benefit  of  the  owner,  if  claimed  withia 
three  months;  if  not,  for  the  benefit  of  said  village.  Cat- 
tle and  beasts  belonging  to  non-residents  of  the  village, 
if  known,  and  to  unknown  owners,  shall  be  treated  as 
strays.  All  penalties  to  prevent  cattle  and  beasts  from 
running  at  large  in  said  villagje  shall  be  enforced  and  col- 
lected by  suit,  and  not  by  impounding  and  sale* 

S  9.  The  trustees  may  prescribe  a  penalty,  not  exceed- 
ing five  dollars,  for  the  violation  of  any  by-law,  rule  or 
regulation  they  are  authorised  to  make,  and  sue  for  and 
recover  such  penalty  in  their  corporate  name,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  in  an  action  of  debt.  No  inhabitant 
of  said  village  shall,  for  that  cause,  be  disqualified  as  jas- 
tice,  juror  or  witness,  on  the  trial  of  any  suit  brought  by 
virtue  of  this  act.  In  all  such  suits  the  pleadings  shall  be 
general,  and  either  party  may  give  this  act  or  any  proper 
or  special  matter  in  evidence.  All  penalties  shall  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  for  the  benefit  of  the  villagel  The  trus- 
tees may  remit  penalties,  wholly  or  in  part. 

S  10.  At  every  annual  meeting,  the  treasurer  shall  ex- 
hibit an  account  of  all  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  preceding  year,  which  account  shall  be  filed  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  clerk. 

5  II.  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter^  modify  or 
repeal  this  act.  '

Chap.  153. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  JSiw-England  society  %n  the 

city  of  iNho-York* 

Passed  April  15,  1833. 

TTie  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows : 

§  1.  All  such  persons  as  now  are  members  of  the  chari-  corporation 
table  and  literary  association  in  the  city  of  New- York,  *'"*'*'*^- 
called  "  The  New-England  Society  in  the  city  and  State  of 
New- York;"  and  all  persons  who  shall  hereafter  become 
members  of  said  association,  by  being  elected  such  mem- 
bers according  to  the  constitution  and  by-laws  thereof,  and 
subscribing  the  constitution  thereof,  and  paying  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  to  the  treasurer  of  said  association,  shall  be 
and  hereby  ar6  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  -  **  The  New-England 
Society  in  the  city  of  New-York,"  for  the  purpose  of  af- 
fording pecuniary  relief  to  poor  persons  of  New-England 
origin,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  main- 
taining a  library. 

§  2.  The  estate  and  concerns  of  said  corporation  shall  onicera. 
be  governed  and  directed  by  a  board  of  officers,  members 
of  said  corporation,  consisting  of  a  president,  two  vice- 
presidents,  four  counsellors,  eight  assistant  counsellors,  a 
secretary  and  a  treasurer,  to  be  'elected  and  appointed 
annually,  at  such  time  and  place  within  the  city  of  New- 
York,  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  by-laws  of  the  said 
association,  and  until  the  annual  meeting  to  be  had  in  De- 
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cember,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-thr^,  the 
board  of  officers  of  said  society  shall  be  as  follows,  viz: 
Lynde  Catlin,  president;  John  Steams,  M.  D.,  first  vice- 
president;  William  Burns,  second  vice-president;  Robert 
Buloid,  Thomas  Fessenden,  Stephen  Brown,  M.  D.,  Wil- 
liam P.  Haws,  counsellors;  Elijah  Mead,  M.  D.,  Joshua 
Geer,  Shepherd  Knapp,  Samuel  T.  Tisdale,  William  A.

,  assistant  counsellors;  Ezra  Weeks,  treasurer,  and  Alfred

luai  MUite.  g  3^  The  gaid  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
receive  by  devise,  and  hold  real  estate  in  the  city  of  New- 
York,  to  the  value  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  and  to 
sell  or  mortgage  real  estate,  and  also  to  receive  by  bequest 
and  possefis  personal  estate,  so  that  the  whole  of  their  estate 
shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  in  value  fifty  thousand  dollars; 
one-half  of  their  annual  income,  from  initiation  fees  and  an- 
nual dues,  shall  be  annually  expended  in  benefactions  to 
the  poor  according  to  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  said 
corporation,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  loan  their  mo-

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  De  Ruyt^r. 

Passed  April  15,  1883- 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows : 

Botfndariet.  ^  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  De  Ruyter,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Madison,  comprised  within  the  following  limits,  viz: 
Beginning  at  the  centre  of  the  four  corners^  thence  south 
sixty  rods;  thence  east  so  far  that  a  north  line  shall  in- 
clude the  Baptist  meeting-house;  thence  north  to  the  fltst 
north  line  of  L.  B.  Goodwin's  land;  thence  west  td  the 
county  line;  thence  south  on  said  county  line  so  far  that 
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an  east  line  shall  strike  the  centre  of  the  highway  sixty 
rods  south  of  the  four  comers;  thence  east  to  the  place  of 
beginning,  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  distinguished  as 
the  village  of  De  Ruyter,  and  the  inhabitants  residing  with- 
in the  bounds  aforesaid  shall  hereafter,  henceforth  and  for- 
ever, be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name, 
by  the  name  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  De  Ruy- 
ter,"  by  which  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  in  law  capable  of  suing  and 
Deine  sued,  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  answerinff 
and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended 
in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever;  mav  adopt  a  corpo- 
ration seal,  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall 
be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  any  es-  y 

tate,  real  and  personal,  for  the  public  use  of  said  village. 

S  2.  The  inhabitants  of  said  village  residing  therein, '^»"*  •"••^»« 
who  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  at  town-meetings,  shall  meet' 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next,  at  such  place  in  said 
village,  and  at  such  time  of  the  day  as  a  justice  of  the 
peace  residing  within  said  village  shall  direct,  by  a  notice 
to  be  posted  up  in  four  or  more  public  places  within  said 
village,  at  least  six  days  previous,  and  then  and  there  elect 
bv  ballot  five  trustees,  three  assessors,  one  treasurer,  one 
clerk  and  one  collector,  who  shall  be  freeholders  of  said 
village  and  residents  therein.  The  justices  residing  in  said 
village  shall,  attend  as  inspectors  of  said  election;  shall 
decide  upo5  the  qualifications  of  persons  offering  to  vote; 
shall  declare  the  persons  receiving  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  to  be  duly  elected,  and  snail  immediately  notify 
them  of  their  election;  and  in  case  of  the  non-attendance 
of  any  justice  as  aforesaid,  the  majority  of  voters  present 
shall  appoint  some  proper  person  to  perform  the  same  du- 
ties as  the  justices  aforesaid  are  required  to  do.  And  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  May  in  each  year  thereafter,  there 
shall  in  like  manner  be  a  new  election  of  the  same  oflScers, 
and  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  preside  at  such 
election,  and  conduct  the  same  as  the  justices  are  above 
directed  to  do. 

$  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  village  Preiid«Rt. 
within  eight  days  after  having  been  elected,  to  choose  one 
of  their  number  to  be  the  president  of  the  said  corporation, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
trustees  to  be  held  during  the  term  of  his  appointmeht; 
but  in  case  of  his  absence  at  any  such  meeting,  the  trua-  • 

tees  attending  may  choose  one  their  number  to  preside  in 
his  absence.  The  clerk  of  said  village  shall  have  the  cus- 
tody of  the  records,  books  and  papers  of  said  corporation, 
and  shall^  file  and  preserve  all  papers  delivered  to  him  for 
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that  purpose;  he  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  said  villa^,  be  clerk  of  the  trustees,  and  record  the 
proceedings  in  a  hook  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose;  in 
case  the  clerk  shall  be  absent  from  any  such  meeting,  such 
person  as  shall  be  chosen  shall  perform  the  duties  of  said 
clerk  in  his  absence. 

S  4.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  call  special  meet- 
ings, which  shall  be  called  and  conducted  as  annual  meet- 
ings are,  whenever  they  or  a  majority  deem  fit,  either  to 
fill  vacancies  in  oflJce  happening  by  death,  removal,  resig- 
nation or  otherwise,  and  lor  other  purposes;  and  the  offi- 
cers elected  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting,  shall  hold 
their  ofiUces  until  others  are  duly  elected  and  qualified  to 
succeed  them. 

Panait/  §  5f  If  any  freeholder  who  shall  have  been  duly  elect- 

ed to  any  office  in  said  village,  and  shall  for  five  days  af- 
ter being  notified  of  such  election,  refuse  to  take  upon  him- 
self the  duties  of  such  office,  or  neglect  to  give  notice  of 
his  acceptance  thereof  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
he  shall  for  neglect  or  reftisal,  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dol- 
lars, recoverable  in  the  name  of  the  village  treasurer  in 
any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  with  costs  of  suit, 
for  the  use  of  the  corporation;  but  no  person  shall  be  fina- 
ble for  refusing  to  serve  for  two  successive  years  after 
his  election. 

S  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  jiaid  village, 
when  present,  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  trustees, 
to  call  extraordinary  meetings  of  the  trustees  whenever 
he  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  complaints  of  any  breslch 
of  the  by-laws,  to  see  that  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  ordinances  are  faithfiilly  executed  and  preserv- 
ed, and  to  prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  treasurer  for  all 
offences  against  such  by-laws  and  ordinances. 

Of  the  clerk.  S  7.  It  shall  bc  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  village  to 
keep  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  said  corporation, 
to  record  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  the 
rules,  votes,  orders,  regulations  and  proceedings  of  the  in- 
habitants at  their  annual  or  special  meetings,  and  also  all 
by-laws,  votes,  ordinances  and  proceedings  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  to  notify  officers  of  their  election  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  their  election,  and  to  perform  such  .other  du-  ^ 
ties  as  the  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  direct  and  re-  * 
quire  of  him;  and  the  said  trustees  may  allow  to  him  such 
sum  for  his  services  as  they  shall  deem  proper;  but  neither 
the  said  trustees  or  treasurer  shall  receive  any  thing  for 
their  services  under  this  act. 
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S  B.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  andoy-ttwi 
publish  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  removing  and  pre* 
venting  encroachments  upon  the  streets  and  sidewalks  of 
said  village;  to  restrain  cattle,  horses,  sheep,  geese  and 
swine  from  running  at  large  in  said  streets;  to  regulate 
slaughter-houses  and  nuisances  generally;  to  determine 
what  are  nuisances,  and  to  remove,  destroy  or  prevent  the 
the  same;  to  suppress  and  restrain  disorderly  houses,  hou- 
ses of  ill  fame,  gaming  houses  and  instruments  and  devi- 
ces for  the  purpose  of  gaming;  to  regulate  and  prevent 
the  firing  in  the  streets,  of  guns,  pistols,  crackers,  rockets 
and  squibs;  to  prevent  the  immoderate  riding  or  driving  of 
horses  and  carriages  in  the  same;  to  enter  and  examine, 
(by  permission  of  the  owner  and  occupant,)  houses,  stores, 
yards  and  out-houses,  to  ascertain  if  they  are  in  a  dan^er- 
oSs  state  in  regard  to  fires,  and  direct  them  to  be  put  ]n  a 
safe  condition;  to  examine  and  regulate  the  weights  and 
measures  of  the  said  village;  to  erect  and  regulate  hay- 
scales  in  the  same;  to  establish  and  organize  a  fire  com- 
pany in  said  village,  whenever  the. said  corporation  shall 
vote  to  purchase  an  engine,  the  members  of  which  compa- 
ny, not  to  exceed  twenty-four  in  number,  shall  be  exempt 
from  military  duty  and  jury  duly,  except  from  justices  juries 
in  said  village;  to  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  fire 
companies,  in  preventing  and  extinguishing  fires ;  to  enforce 
and  carry  into  effect  all  the  rules,  regulations  and  ordinan- 
ces adopted 'by  the  corporation  at  meir  annual  or  special 
meetings,  by  inflicting  such  penalty  as  they  shall  deem  fit, 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  any  one  oflfence,  recoverable 
with  costs  in  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  treasurer 
of  said  village,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  in

collected,  amons  the  several  persons  liable  to  taxation  in 
said  village,  bom  resident  and  non-resident,  accordmg  to 
the  value  of  their  real  and  personal  estate  within  the  said 
village.  The  valuation  of  taxable  property  shall  be  as- 
certained as  far  as  possible  froni  the  last  assessment  roll 
of  the  town,  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  any  reduc- 
tion in  the  valuation  of  such  property  as  so  ascertained, 
unless  he  shall  give  notice  of  his  claim  to  such  reduction  to 
the  trustees  of  said  corporation  before  the  tax-list  shall  be 
made  out,  and  the  said  trustees  shall  by  warrant  authorise 
the  collector,  under  their  hands  and  seal,  to  collect  the 
said  tax  and  pay  thq  amount  to  the  treasurer,  retaining  in

teen links,  marked  C.  V.  W.  1832;  and  a  beech  tree,  one 
foot  in  diameter,  bears  north  sixty-five  and  a  half  degrees 
east,  fifty  links,  marked  H.  G.  S.  1832;  and  ran  from  this, 
post  above  mentioned,  north  forty-seven  degrees  twenty 
minutes  east,  forty-eight  chains  thirty-one  links,  to  a  black

obstructions  and  encumbrances  of  the  roads,  streets  and 
side  walks;  as  to  fire- works  and  the  firing  of  guns  in  said 
village;  as  to  running  and  dangerous  driving  of  horses;  as 
to  constructing  and  keeping  in  safe  condition,  fire-places^ 
chimneys,  stoves  and  stove-pipes,  and  safe  deposit  of  ash- 
es; as  to  the  construction  of  scuttles  in  the  roofs  of  build- 
ings,  and  access  to  them;  as  to  markets;  as  to  establish- 
ing and  maintaining  a  village  watch;  as  to  lighting  the 
roads  and  streets,  and  as  to  erecting  and  keeping  hay- 
scales.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power  to 
regulate  the  keeping  of  petty  victualling-houses  therein. 
The  powers  and  duties  by  law  vested  in  the  commission- 
ers of  excise  of  towns,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  transfer- 
red to  and  vested  in  the  trustees  of  said  village,"  so  far  as 
the  same  shall  extend  to  said  village,  and  be  exercised  by 
said  trustees  in  the  manner  provided  for  such  commission- 
ers; but  no  license  to  tayern-keepers  or  grocers  shall  be 
granted,  unless  upon  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
trustees  elected  therein :  nor  shall  the  said  trustees  in  any 
case,  or  under  any  pretence  of  coloir  whatever,  grant  the 
licenses  authorised  to  be^iven  to  keepers  of  inns  and  ta- 
verns, to  grocers,  or  ke^ers  of  such  victualling-houses; 
nor  shall  the  trustees  have  any  rights  or  powers  in  refe- 
rence to  the  granting  of  licenses  to  tavern-keepers  or  gro- 
cers in  said  village,  other  than  those  by  law  vested  in  the 
commissioners  of  excise  in  the  several  towns  in  this  state.

residing  in  said  village  may  prosecute  in  his  own  name,

A  N  ACT  to  incorporate  the  president,  directors  and  com" 

pany  of  the  Troy  city  bank. 

Passed  April  19,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JVetu-  Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  ana  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  city  of  Troy,  inNam*; 
the  county  of  Rensselaer,  a  bank,  to  be  called  "  Th^  Troy 
City   Bank;"  whose  operations  of  discount  and  deposit 
shall  be  carried  on  in  the  city  of  Troy,  and  in  the  fourth 
ward  thereof,  and  not  elsewhere. 

S  2.  All  persons  who  shall  become  holders  of  the  capi-  ^^.JJ^J*''"''' 
tal  stock  of  the  said  bank,  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the 
Troy  City  Bank;"  and  such  corporation  shall  continue 
until  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-three.

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fund  created  by  the  "  Act  to  create  a  fund  for  the  be-^

majority  of  whom,  are  hereby  appointed  inspectors  of  such 
first  election;  and  the  persons  then  elected  such  directors' 
shall  hold  their  ofilces  until  the  second  Tuesday  of  June,, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and  until 
others  are  elected;  and  the  said  election  shall  be  holden- 
within  two  months  after  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed. 

S  16.  The  directors  for  every  subsequent  year  shall  be

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S  8&  The  said  corporation  shall  possess  the  maeral 
powers  of  a  corporation,  as  defined  in  the  eighteenth  chap-' 
ter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  that  chapter,  except 
so  far  AS  the  same  have  been  repealed  before  the  passage 
of  this  act,  or  are  modified  by  the  act  recited  in  the  next 
following  section. 

S  36.  The  said  corporation  shall  also  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  create 
a  fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  creditors  of  certain  monied 
corporations,  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  April  2d, 
1829,  so  far  as  the  same  shalll  be  in  force  at  the  time  of 
passing  this  act.

Passed  April  19,  1833. 

T%e  People  of  the  State  of  ^ew-¥ork  represented  m 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

5  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  jury,  which  shall  be  cho- 
sen by  ballot  and  constitute  the  jury  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  fifty-fourth  section  of  the  act  hereby  amend- 
ed, after  they  shall  have  inquired  into  and  assessed  the 
damages  and  recompense  due  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  described  and  desig- 
nated in  the  precept  issued  and  executed  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  in  said  section  contained,  to  add  the  amount  of 
such  damages  and  recompense,  the  costs,  charges  and  ex- 
penses which  may  be  incident  to  the  proceedings  in  the 
said  fifty-fourth  section  specified,  and  which  shall  previous 
thereto  be  taxed  and  certified  as  to  the  amount,  by  the  may- 
or or  recorder  of  said  city;  and  such  damages  and  recom^ 
pense,  together  with  the  said  costs,  charges  and  ej^penses 
to  be  taxed  and  certified  as  aforesaid,  shall  constitute  the 
damages  and  recompense  to  be  apportioned  and  assessed 
upon  the  owner  or  owners  of  all  the  houses  and  lots  of 
ground  which  are  intended  to  be  benefitted  by  the  public 
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use  of  the  ground^  with  the  appurtenances,  required  for 
any  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  said  iifty*fourth  sec- 
tion of  the  act  hereby  amended,  in  the  manner  therein  pre- 


scribed. 


Chap.  174. 

AN  ACT  in  addition  to  the  act  authorising  the  commis^ 
sioners  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Little-Falls  to  build  a 
bridge  across  the  Mohawk  river,  at  Little-Falls. 

Passed  April  19,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JVeuj-Forft,  represented  itt 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  fot  the  supervisor  and 
commissioners  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Little-Palls,  to 
borrow,  on  the  credit  of  said  town,  the  additional  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the 
new  stone  bridge  across  the  Mohawk  river,  in  said  town. 

S  2.  The  money  to  be  borrowed  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
paid  in  five  equal  annual  instalments,  with  the  annual  in- 
terest, to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  and  paid,  as  the 
other  taxes  of  said  town  are  assessed,  levied  and  collected. 

S  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  day  of  its  pas- 
sage. 


Chap.  175. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  milage  of  Shaneaieles,  in  the 

county  of  Onondaga, 

Passed  April  19,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSI^w^York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  ; 

5  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Skaneateles,  in  the 
.  county  of  Onondaga,  ^  which  is  contained  within  the  fol-  Boundwie*. 
lowing  bounds,  to  wit:  beginning  on  the  north  line  of  lot 
number  thirty-six,  in  the  said  town,  five  chains  west  from 
the  centre  of  the  Skaneateles  creek,  (or  outlet);  running 
from  thence  east,  on  the  north  line  of  the  said  fot  number 
thirty-six,  to  the  west  line  of  th^  highway  leading  north 
from  the  Baptist  church  to  Peter  Thompson's  dwelling- 
house;  thence  south  thirteen  degrees  east,  on  th6  west 
line  of  the  said  highway,  thirteen  chains  and  eighty  links, 
to  the  southerly  line  of  the  Seneca  turnpike,  road;  thence 
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north  fteventy-seven  degrees  ea«t,  on  the  southerly  line  of 
the  said  turnpike,  three  chains  and  twenty-six  links,  to  the 
west  line  of  the  highway  leading  southerly  from  the  said 
Baptist    church  to    Joseph   Dascomb's  dwelling-house; 
thence  south  sixteen  degrees  east,  on  the  west  line  of  the 
said  last  mentioned  highway,  eighteen  chains  and  forty*

links;  and  thence  north  fifty  minutes  east,  forty-one  chains 
and  thirty-five  links,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  here- 
after be   known  and  distinguished  as  **The  Village  of 
Kmm.        Skaneateles;"    and  the   inhabitants  residing  within  the 
bounds  aforesaid  shall  hereafter,  henceforth  and  forever, 
be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by 
the  name  of  "  The  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Skaneate- 
les;"  by  which  name,  they  and  their  successors  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  in  law  capable  of  suing  and 
oeing  sued,  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering 
and  being  answered  unto,  defen£ng  and  beins  defended^ 
in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever,  and  in  all  manner  of 
actions,  causes  and  complaints  whatsoever;  may  adopt  a 
corporation  seal,  change  and  alter  it  at  pleasure,  and  shall 
be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  personal 
estate,  and  of  holding  and  conveying  real  estate  for  the 
public  use  of  said  village.     . 

Pifttmwt-  S  2.  The  inhabitants  residing  within  said  village,  enti- 
inff  oiinhiU)!-  tied  to  voto  for  members  of  Assembly  therein,  shall  meet 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  place  in  said 
village  and  at  such  time  of  the  day  as  the  justice  or  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  residing  in  said  village  shall  direct,  by 
a  notice  to  be  posted  up  in  three  or  more  public  places, 
and  to  be  published  in  the  newspaper  printed  in  said  vil- 
lage, at  least  three  days  previous,  and  then  and  there 
elect,  by  ballot,  five  trustees,  (one  of  whom  shall  be  pre-

signation, or  otherwise*,  and  for  other  purposes;  and  the 
officers  elected  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  others  are  duly  elected  and  qualified  to 
succeed  them. 

S  4,  If  any  person  who  shall  have  been  duly  elected  to  pm^

regulate  the  weights  and  measures  of  the  said  village;  to- 
^r^qt  and  regulate  hay-scales  in  the  same^  to  establish 
lund  organize  one  or  more  fire  companies  in  said  village,, 
the  members  of  which  company  or  companies  not  to  ex- 
ceed twenty-four  in  number  to  each  engine,  and  who, 
when  attached  to  an  engine,  shall  be  exempt  from  mili- 
tary duty,  except  in  case  of  insurrection  or  invasion,  and 
from  jury  duty,  except  from  justices  juries  in  said  village, 
and  to  remove  said  firemen  and  appoint  others  in  their 
steads;  to  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  fire  compa- 
nies, in  preventing  and  extinguishing  fires;  to  enforce  and

of  Isaac  Merriam,  in  the  town  of  Salem;  to  the  Vermont 
line,  near  the  house  of  Robert  I.  Law.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Vienna  water  works^  in  the 

county  of  Ontario. 

Passed  April  19,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JVew^  Yorkf  represented  in 
Senate  and  •Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  David  McNeil,  Aaron  Young,  Moses  B.  Whit- Coloration* 
more  and  Owen  Edmonston,  and  their  present  and  future 
associates,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  *''The 
President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Vienna  Water 
Works,"  and  by  that  name  shall  and  may  have  continual 
possession,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  an- 
swer and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
manner  of  actions,  matters  and  causes  whatsoever,  in 
courts  of  record,  or  in  any  other  place  whatsoever;  have 
a  common  seal,  and  may  phange  or  alter  the  same  at  plea-^ 
sure;  and  they  and  their  successors  by  the  same  name  and 
style  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and 
conveying  any  estate,  real  and  personal:   Provided  such 
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i^al  estate  shall  be  necessary  to  attain  the  object  of  thi^ 
incorporation;  and  that  the  stock  of  the  said  company 
shall  consist  of  forty  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Diraoton.  32.  The  management  of  the  company  and  its  concei^d 
shall  be  entrusted  to  four  directors,  being  stockholders  of 
said  company,  which  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  one 
year  from  the  first.

mining their  compensation,  and  for  anjd  concerning  the 
manner  of  making  transfers  of  said  stock,  and  the  conduct 
and  government  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  use  water 
from  their  works,  eo  far  as  it  respects  the  preservation  of 
the  water  furnished  by  said  company,  and  to  restrain  the 
waste  thereof;  and  by  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  to 
impose  penalties  and  forfeitures  for  a  neglect  or  refusal 
to  comply  therewith,  so  that  such  penalty  and  forfeiture 
in  any  one  case  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars;  which  pe- 
nalties and  forfeitures  shall  be  recoverable  in  the  corpo- 
rate name  of  the  said  company,  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  with  costs,  in  an  action  of  debt.  And  for  the  pur- 
pose of  efTectually  supplying  the  said  village  and  the  in-

in  the  town  of  Amity,  in  the  county  of  Allegany;  but  if  it 
shall  at  any  time  become  necessary  or  expedient  to  navi- 
gate said  river  at  the  place  where  said  dam  is  hereby  au- 
thorised to  be  erected,  then  the  said  John  B.  Church,  or 
his  successors  in  the  right  of  said  dam,  shall  erect  an  apron 
or  lock  in  the  same,  of  such  construction  as  to  render  the

There  shall  be  established  and  located  in  the  city  oorporattofi 
of  New- York,  a  society  by  the  name  of  "  The  American  *^**^ 
Seaman's  Friend  Society,"  whose  object  shall  be  to  im- 
prove the  social  and  moral  condition  of  seamen,  by  uniting 
the  efforts  of  the  wise  and  good  in  their  behalf;  the  pro- 
moting in  every  port  boarding-houses  of  good  character, 
savings  banks,  register  offices,  libraries,  museums,  read- 
ing-rooms and  schools,  and  also  the  ministration  of  the 
gospel  and  other  religious  blessings;  who  shall  have  power 
to  take,  hold  and  convey  real  estate  to  the  amount  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  and  such  personal  estate  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  promote  the  objects  intended  by  said  society, 
not  exceeding,  in  the  whole,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

S  2.  The  control  and  disposal  of  the  funds,  property  Tmitwr, 
and  estate  of  the  said  corporation,  and  the  management 
of  its  concerns,  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  trustees,  who

The  People  of  the  State  of  JV%uj-KorA:,  represented  in 
Senate  ana  Jlssembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  Whenever  the  navigation  of  any  of  the  canals  shall  ^H^yjJ^i. 
.be  interrupted  pr  endangered  by  reason  of  a  deficiency  of  ^ioMra. 
water,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  canal  commissioners, 
without  delay,  to  supply  such  deficiency;  and  for  that  pur- 
pose they  shall,  by  themselves  or  their  agents,  resume  the 
temporary  use  of  all  the  surplus  waters  which  shall  have 
beenr  leased  upon  the  level  of  the  canal  where  such  defi- 
ciency exists;  and  in  such  case,  if  there  dhall  still  be  a 
deficiency  of  water,  then  they  shall  have  power  to  enter 
upon  and  use  all  lands,  streanjs  and  waters,  which  in  their 
judgment  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  be  used,  to  pro- 
cure a  temporary  supply  of  water  for  such  canals. 

S  2.  When  damages  shall  be  claimed  by  the  owner  of  i 
any  lands,  streams  or  waters,  which  shall  have  been  used 
for  temporary  purposes  under  the  authority  given  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  such  damages  shall  be  agreed  upon,  or  ap- 
praised aqd  paid,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for 
the  agreement  or  appraisal  and  payment  of  damages,  in 
cases  where  land  shall  have  been  occupied  for  temporary 
purposes,  or  from  which  materials  shall  have  been  obtain- 
ed lor  repairs;  but  no  damages  shall  in  any  case  \>e  allow- 
ed for  resuming  the  use  of  any  surplus  waters  of  the  ca- 
nals leased  to  any  individuals.

It  shall  be  lawful  for  Wheelock  Chase  and  his  as-j.^,^ 
signs  to  set  up,  keep  and  maintain,  a  ferry  across  the  Al- 
legany river,  at  or  near  Barton's  eddy,  in  the  town  of  Lit- 
tle Valley,  for  and  during  the  term  of  ten  years,  from  the 
first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
three. 

§  2.  The  said  Wheelock  Chase^  or  his  assigns,  shall,  if  do«l'

authorised  to  draw  upon  the  treasurer  of  said  county  for 
said  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars.  And  the  said  commis- 
sioners shall  account  to  the  supervisors  of  said  county, 
whenever  thereunto  required  by  them,  for  the  faithful  ex- 
penditure of  the  said  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  or  for 
all  such  moneys  as  may  come  into  their  hands  as  such 
commissioners;  and  shall  receive,  for  their  services*  as 
such  commissioners,  such  compensation  as  said  supervi- 
sors shall  deem  proper  and  allow;  and  shall  hold  their  of- 
fice from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  until  the  first 
Tuesday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thir- 
ty-five. 

S  5.  The  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Erie,  at  their 
annual  meeting  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirty-five,  and  also  at  their  annual  meeting  in  each 
pf  the  succeeding  nine  years,  are  authorised  to  appoint 
one  or  more  commissioners  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  su-

5  6.  If  an  V  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  said  com-

AN  ACT  relating  to  sales  at  public  auction  in  the  village 

of  Brooklyn. 

Passed  April  24,  1833. 

"The  People  of  the  State  of  J^Tew^Yorky  represented  in 
^Seriate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

^  1.  So  much  of  the  sixth  section  of  the  first  title  of  the 
seventeenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Sta- 
tutes, as  relates  to  sales  at  public  auction  in  the  city  of 
New-York,  is  hereby  extended  to  the.  village  of  Brooklyn. 

S  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  passage  thereof. 


Chap,  213. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Morrisville,  in  the 

county  of  Madison. 

Passed  April  24,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-YorJc,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  1.  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Eaton,  in  the  county  BoumUrie*. 
of  Madison,  contained  within  the  following  bounds,  to  wit: 
*  Beginning  at  the  Presbyterian  meeting-house  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Morrisville,  and  extending  thence  one-half  mile 
due  north,  one-half  mile  due  east,  one-half  mile  due  south, 
and  one-half  mile  due  west,  and  thus  containing  one  square 
mile,  with  the  meeting-house  in  the  centre,  shall  be  known 
and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  village  of  Morris- 
ville: and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing  within 
the  same,  qualified  to  vote  at  town-meetings,  may,  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  May  next,  meet  at  some  proper  place 
within  the  said  village,  to  be  appointed  by  any  justice  te- 
siding  in  said  village,  public  notice  of  such  meeting  hav- 
ing been  given  at  least  one  week  previous  thereto,  and 
then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  five  freeholders  of  said 
village  to  be  trustees  thereof;  and  that  the  said  justice 
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shall  preside  al  such  meetings  and  declare  the  several  per- 
sons having  a  majority  of  votes  duly  chosen  as  trustees^ 
and  on  every  first  Tuesday  of  Mav  thereafter,  there  shall, 
in  like  manner,  be  a  new  election  of  trustees  for  said  village; 
and  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  preside  at  such 
election,  and  shall  in  like  manner  give  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  same, 
cofyrattoft  §  2.  The  freeholders  and  inhabitants  aforesaid,  are  here- 
by constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  "  The  Trustees  and  Inhabitants 
of  the  Village  of  Morrisville;"  and  by  that  name  they  and 
their  successors  may  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be 
persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  de- 
fending and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and 
in  all  actions  and  causes  and  complaints  whatsoever;  and 
may  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at  plea- 
sure: and  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  holding,  purchasing 
and  conveying  any  estate  real  or  personal,  for  the  pub- 
lic use  of  said  village;  and  of  erecting  any  public  build- 
ings, aqueducts,  and  digging  any  reservoirs  for  water,  for 
the  use  of  said  village,  ana  keeping  in  repair  such  build- 
ings, aqueducts  and  reservoirs;*  of  purchasing  and  keeping 
in  repair  iSre-engines,  ladders,  buckets,  and  other  instru- 
ments for  extinguishing  fire;  of  making  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation to  the  officers  of  the  corporation;  of  making 
any  necessary  repairs  or  improvements  in  said  village;  of 

Ereventing  and  removing  nuisances;  and  of  raising  money 
y  tax  for  the  above  purposes;  which  money  so  raised, 
shall  be  assessed  upon  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of 
said  village,  in  proportion  to  the  relative  value  of  their 
property  therein,  to  be  assessed  by  three  judicious  asses- 
sors, to  be  chosen  from  among  the  freeholders  in  said  vil- 
lage at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  said  village,  and  col- 
lected by  a  collector  to  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  afore- 
said for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of  them,  in  like  manner 
as  the  taxes  of  towns  and  counties  are  collected,  by  vir- 
tue of  a  warrant  to  him  directed  by  a  majority  of  the  trus- 
tees: provided  nevertheless,  that  no  taxes  shall  be  levied, 
or  moneys  assessed,  raised  or  collected,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid;  nor  any  purchase  or  sale  of  any  real  or  person- 
al estate  be  made,  or  public  buildings  erected  or  (tisposed 
of,  without  the  consent  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants 
aforesaid,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  who  shall  attend  at  a 
public  meeting  duly  notified  by  the  trustees  as  aforesaid: 
and  provided  further,  that  every  assessment  made  for  the 
raising,  levelling  or  repairing  any  streets,  alleys  or  high- 
ways, shall  be  assessed  on  and  collected  from  the  lots  and 
grounds  next  adjacent  to  such  street,  alley  or  highway, 
in  proportion  to  their  relative  value,  and  advantages  to  be 
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derived  from  such  improvement.  That  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  said  village,  as  often 
as  they  shall  vote  to  raise  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  for 
any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  specify,  as  far  as  is  con- 
venient, the  particular  purpose  for  which  said  sum  or 
sums,  or  any  part  thereol,  shall  be  appropriated;  that  the 
assessors  may  have  regard  thereto  in  assessing  the  same 
upon  the  respective  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  said 
village:  provided  nevertheless,  that  if  any  person  shall 
conceive  himself  or  herself  aggrieved  by  any  such  assess*- 
ment,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  person  to  appeal  from 
the  said  assessor  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  village,  in  ten 
days  after  such  assessment  stiall  be  made,  and  public 
notice  thereof  given,  giving  notice  to  the  said  assessors 
or  any  one  of  them,  and  the  said  trustees,  or  a  majority 
of  them;  of  such  appeal,  and  of  the  time  of  day  and  place 
in  the  village,  of  presenting  such  appeal  to  the  said  trus- 
tees, who  ^11  then  and  there  hear  the  same,  and  do  jus- 
tice in  the  premises. 

S  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  the  said  vil-  Briaws. 
lage,  or  the  majority  of  them,  and  their  successors,  to 
make,  ordain,  constitute  and  publish  such  prudential  by- 
laws, rules  and  regulations,  as  they  from  time  to  time  may 
deem  meet  and  proper,  and  such  particularly  as  relate  to 
the  streets,  alleys  and  highways  of  the  said  village,  and 
draining  and  filling  up,  repairing,  keeping  in  order  and 
improving  the  same;  relative  to  slaughtering  houses  and 
nuisances  generally;  relative  to  restraining  geese,  swine 
or  cattle  of  any  kind;  relative  to  the  inspection  of  weights^ 
and  measures;  relative  to  the  keeping  and  regulating  hay- 
scales;  relative  to  regulating  inns  or  taverns,  and  licens- 
ing groceries;  relative  to  any  thing  whatsoever  that  may 
concern  the  good  government  of  said  village:  but  no  such 
by-laws  shall  extend  to  the  regulating  or  fixing  the  prices 
of  any  commodities  or  articles  of  provision  offered  for 
sale:  provided  also,  that  such  by-laws  be  not  contrary  to 
nor  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state,  nor  of  the 
United  States:  and  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  said 
trustees,  or  the  majority  of  them,  to  require  the  house- 
holders and  occupants  of  buildings  in  said  village,  under 
suitable  penalties,  to  furnish  themselves  with  fire-buckets, 
and  other  necessary  utensils  for  extinguishing  fire,  and 
also  keep  their  fire-places  and  chimneys  clean  and  in  good 
repair. 

S  4.  The  said  trustees,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  as Finojiin* 
often  as  they  shall  make,  ordain  and  publish  any  by-laws  **"     '* 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  may  make,  .ordain,  limit  and 
provide  such  reasonable  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures 
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sigainst  the  offenders  of  such  by-laws  as  they  may  think 
proper,  never  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one 
offence,  to  be  prosecuted  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  <said  county  by  the  trustees,  to  and  for  the  use  of  said 
village;  and  in  all  cases  it  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  for 
said  trustees^  in  any  suit  or  sLction  to  be  brought  for  any 
such  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  to  declare  generally 
that  the  defendant  or  defendants  are  indebted  general- 
ly to  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Morrisville,  in  the 
amount  of  such  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture,  to  be  paid  to 
the  trustees /or  the  time  being,  when  thereunto  required^ 
and  under  such  declaration  to  give  the  special  matter  ii> 
evidence;  and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  said  vil- 
lage shall  be  deemed  and  ate  hereby  declared  competent 
to  give  testimony  in  any  cause  wherein  the  said  trustees 
are  a  party,  notwithstanding  any  remote  interest  they 
may  have  as  members  of  said  corporation. 

AiMMort         §  5.  The  freeholders  and  inhabitants  qualified  to  vote 
andtreasu-    ^^  aforcsaid,  shall,  in  every  year  at  the  annual  meetings 
and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  choose,  by  a  vote  of  a 
major  part  of  them,  three  judicious  freeholders,  inhabi- 
tants of  said  village,  as  assessors,  and  one  treasurer. 

Collector  and  §  6.  It  shall  bc  thc  duty  of  the  trustees,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  appoint,  under 
the  hand  of  the  president  and  the  seal  of  the  village,  one 
collector  and  one  clerk;  and  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the 
clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the  doings  of  the  free^ 
holders  and  inhabitants  of  said  village  at  their  annual  and 
other  legal  meetings,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the  trus- 
tees for  that  purpose.  • 

oaih.  §  7.  The  trustees,  assessorj^  and  treasurer  so  fo  be  chtr- 

sen  as  aforesaid,  and  the  collector  and  clerk  so  to  be  by 
the  trustees  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall,  within  ten  days 
after  each  election  and  appointment,  and  before  they  pro- 
ceeds to  the  exercise  of  their  several  office^,  severally  take 
and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  said  village  or  county,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance and  execution  of  the  trust  or  office  to  which  they 
may  be  severally  chosen,  elected  or  appointed. 

Pwidcnt.  S  8.  The  trustees,  within  ten  days  after  their  election 
ip  every  year,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall,  and  it  is 
hereby  made  their  duty,  to  assemble  in  said  village,  and 
to  choose  and  appoint  some  suitable  person  of  their  body 
to  be  president  of  said  board  of  trustees,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  when  present  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
trustees,  to  order  extraordinary  meetings  of  the  trustees 
whenever  he  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  complaints  of 
any  of  the  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances  are  faithfully 
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executed  and  observed,  and  to.  prosecute  in  the  name  of 
the  trustees,  all  offenders  against  such  by-laws,  and  to

^11.  The  trustees,  to  be  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act,  Tenaroof 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next  ^^^' 
following  after  their  election,  and  until  new  trustees  shall  be 
chosen  and  qualified:  that  the  assessors,  treasurer,  collec- 
tor and  clerk,  chosen  and  appointed,  shall  hold  their  re- 
spective offices  one  year  from  the  time  of  their  election 
or  appointment,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  appointed 
in  their  stead.

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S  13.  If  any  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  village,  quali- 
fied as  aforesaid,  shall  be  chosen  a  trustee,  and  having  no- 
tice of  his  election,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon 
him  the  said  office,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees 
who  do  accept  said  office,  to  impose  a  fine  upon  any  such 
person  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  and  penalties 
are  to  be  recovered  by  this  act,  and  to  tlie  use  of  the  said 
village. 

S  14.  The  said  village  corporation  shall  possess  the  ge- 
neral powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  third  title  of  chapter  eighteen  of  the  first  part 
of  the  Revised  Statutes.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Canajoharie  and  Palatine 
manufacturing  company ^  with  authority  to  build. «  dam 
across  the  Mohawk  rwer. 

Passed  April  34,  1833. 

Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  JVetc-Pbrit  represeiUed  in 
Senate  and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  John  A.  Ehle,  George  Spencer,  George  G.  John- 
son, Livingston  Spraker,  John  Frey,  David  Eaker,  Thomas 
B.  Mitchell,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  associated 
with  them,  are  hereby  declared  and  constituted  a  body  cor- 
porate in  fact  and  in  name,  for  the  term  of  twenty-five  years, 
by  the  name  of  "  The  Canajoharie  and  Palatine  Manufac- 
turing Company,"  for  the  purposes  of  manufacturing  cot- 
ton and  woollen  goods,  and  machinery,  of  them,*  in  the 
towns  of  Canajoharie  and  Palatine,  in  the  county  of  Mont- 
gomery. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into 
equal  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  company,  when  the  whole  capital  is  sub- 
scribed, and  one-tenth  of  said  capital  shall  have  been  paid 
in,  to  commence  their  business;  and  they  may  increase 
the  amount  of  their  capital  from  time  to  time,  to  the  to- 
tal amount  herein  before  limited,  and  five  per  cent  shall  be 
paid  in  at  the  time  of  subscribing. 

suLeefiptiun.  S  3»  Subscriptious  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  be  opened  under  the  direction  of  the  directors  here- 
inafter mentioned;  and  it  shall  b^  the  duty  of  the  direc-

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tors  for  the  time  bei&g,  to  call  for,  and  demand  of  the 
stockholders  respectivly  all  sums  of  money  by  them  sub- 
scribed, at  such  times  and  in  such  proportions  as  they 
shall  see  fit,  under  pain  of  forfeiting  their  shares  and  of 
all  previous  payments  made  thereon,  to  said  company,  al- 
ways giving  sixty  days  notice  in  writing,  by  their  clerk, 
'to  each  stockholder,  of  such  call  or  demand. 

5  4.  The  capital  stock,  property  and  concerns  of  said  wracton.. 
corporation  shall  be  managed  by  seven  directors,  and  the 
first  directors  shall  be  John  A.  Ehle,  George  Spencer, 
George  G.  Johnson,  Livingston  Spraker,  John  Frey,  Da- 
vid Eaker  and  Thomas  B.  Mitchell,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  this  act,  and  until  a 
new  election  of  directors;  which  election  shall  be  made 
annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  at  such  place  as  a 
majority  of  the  directors  shall  direct,  and  of  each  election 
a  previous  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  three  weeks,  by

Passed  April  24,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  ^ew-York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

5  1.  Robert  Leno;x,  and  all  such  persons  as  shall  be  as-  coniorauoa 
sociated  with  him,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  cor-  "oaicii. 
porate,  in  name  and  in  fact,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Guar- 
dian Insurance  Company,"   and  to  continue   for  thirty 
years. 

S  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  stock 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  six  thou- 
sand shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  it  sliall  not  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  corporation  to  commence  any  business

S  1.  Jeromus  Johnson,  Augustus  Wynkoop,  William  corpowtion 
James,  James  Hay,  Egbert  Benson  junior,  John  R.  Mar-  *"****• 
shall,  and  all  such  persons  as  shall  be  associated  with  them, 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  in  name  and 
in  fact,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Union  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany in  the  City  of  New-York." 

5  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be  stock, 
four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  eight 
thousand  shares,  of  fifty  dollars  each:  and  it  shall  not  be

township  number  eleven,  in  the  second  range  of  town- 
ships, in  Phelps  and  Gorham's  purchase,  being  subdivision 
number  four  and  seven  of  large  lot  number  three,  and  sub- 
division number  four  6f  large  lot  number  five,  and  bounded 
by  the  lines  of  said  subdivision,  as  run  by  James  Smedley^ 
and  containing  seventy-eight  acres  and  seventy-three  rods, 
according  to  said  Smedley's  survey,  shall  be  as  valid  and 
effectual  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  said  Kinley  and 
wife,  and  said  Conway  Smith,  had  been  natural  born  or 
naturalized  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America,  at 
the  time  of  the  execution  and  delivery  of  suoh  deed  or 
conveyance.

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew-York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows:

T%e  People  of  the  State  of  ^ew-York,  represented  in 
Senate  and ,  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows : 

Lotioiw  $  1*  A  court-house  and  jail  in  and  for  the  county  of 
parciMMii.  jj^ings,  shall  be  erected  in  the  village  of  Brooklyn,  in  said 
(Jounty;  and  Losee  Van  Nostrand,  Joseph  Moser  and 
Peter  Canover,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners to  purchase  or  procure  a  suitable  site  or  sites 
in  said  village,  for  the  same;  the  title  for  which  shall  be 
taken  in  the  name  of  the  supervisors  of  the  said  county; 
A  majority  of  said  commissioners  are  authorised  to  act 
in  the  premises,  and  shall  report  their  proceedings  to 
the  said  supervisors,  by  whom  they  shall  be  paid  for  their 
services. 

Pobitoitoek  S  2.  For  the  purpose  of  erecting  the  said  buildings,  the 
toiM«n«t«d.  g^j^  supervisors  are  hereby  authorised  to  create  a  public 
stock  to.  the  amount  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  bear- 
ing an  interest  of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  transierable 
only  on  the  books  of  the  said  supervisors:  said  stock  shajj 
J  be  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars  in  addition  to  an  a(mount  sufiicient  to  pay  the 
interest  of  said  stock  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collect- 
ed annually,  in  said  county,  in  the  same  manner  and  at 
the  same  time  with  other  taxes,  for  the  purpose  of  redeem- 
ing and  paying  off  the  said  stock  and  the  interest  thereof, 
until  the  same  shall  bo  paid  off  and  satisfied:  and  the  cre- 
dit and  the  public  property  of  the  said  county,  shall  be, 
and  is  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  said  stock  and  the 
interest  thereof,  as  aforesaid. 

Boudiiw  S  *•  The  said  supervisors  of  said  county,  and  the  pre- 

coniniUM.  sident  and  trustees  of  the  Sjsod  villace  of  ferooklyn,  or  n 
majority  of  them,  in  a  board  assembled  for  that  purpose, 
shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  ap- 
point a  building  committer  Consisting  of  five  persons; 
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which  sdid  committee  so  appomted,  shall  immediately 
theresafter  proceed  to  erect  and  build  the<  said  GOttrt«hous6 
and  jaU  in  the  said  village,  on  the  site  or  sites  so  designa- 
ted^ aad  procured  aBiaforesaid,  by  the  said  commissioners 
for  that  purpose;  and  shall  from  time  to  time  as  the  same 
may  be  necessary,  draw  upon  the  county  treasurer  for 
moneys  for  the  same;  and  shall  from  time  to  time,  when 
required  by  the  said  supervisors,  account  with  them  for 
all  moneys  by  them  or  either  of  them  received  and  ex- 
pended for  and  on  account  of  said  buildings,  or  either  of 
them.    A  majority  of  said  building  committee  is  hereby 
empowered  to  exercise  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  said 
committee;  and  they  shall,  if  required  by  the  said  board 
of  supervisors,  and  the  president  and  trustees  of  the  said 
village,  make  and  execute  to  the  said  county  of  Kings, 
such  security  by  bond  or  otherwise,  as  the  said  supervi-

^  4.  Whenever  the  said  court-house  and  jail  so  to  be  Duty  of  flm 
erected,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  so  far  completed  as  to^"^" 
admit  of  the  same,  or  either  of  them  being  used  for  the 
purposes  intended,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  first 
judge  of  the  said  county,  to  sign  a  declaration  in  writing 
to  that  effect,  and  to  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  said  county,  who  shall  thereupon  cause  the  said 
notice  to  be  published  in  the  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  county;  and  such  declaration  shall  also  be  entered  of 
record  on  the  minutes  of  the  county  courts  of  saic^  county, 
at  the  next  following  terms  thereof;  and  from  and  after 
the  filing  and  publication  of  such  declaration,  the  terms 
of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  and  general  sessions  of  the 
peace  of  the  said  county,  shall  be  held  in  said  court-house; 
and  all  writs,  process  and  proceedings  returnable  or  con- 
tinued at  or  to  any  of  the  said  terms,  shall  be  returnable 
and  continued  at  and  to  the  court-house  in  said  village; 
and  that  from  and  after  the  filing  and  publication  of  such 
declaration  in  relation  to  such  jail,  the  same  shall  then  be 
the  common  jail  of  the  said  county,  for  the  confinement 
of  all  criminals,  and  for  all  other  uses  and  purposes  for 
which  common  jails  are  designated  by  law. 

S  5.  Until  the  filing  and  publication  of  such  declaration  in  wrin  nd 
relation  to  the  said  court-house  as  aforesaid,  all  writs,  pro- 
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cess  and  proceedings  ^whatsoever,  returnable  at  or  contintD' 
ed  to  any  of  the  terms  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  and 
general  sessions  of  the  peace,  or  either  of  them,  at  the 
court-house  in  Flatbnsh,  shall,  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  act,  be  held  to  be,  and  shall  be,  returnable  at  or 
continued  to  the  same  terms  at  the  apprentices'  library,  in 
the  said  village  of  Brooklyn,  at  which  place  the  April  and 
October  terms  of  the  said  courts  respectively  shall  be  held. 

5  6.  Persons  convicted  in  the  county  of  Kings  of  any 
offences  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  a  county  jail,  may 
be  sentenced  by  the  court  before  which  such  conviction 
shall  be  had,  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  erected 
by  the  supervisors  of  the  said  county  on  the  county  farm,  in- 
stead of  the  county  jail,  and  shall  there  be  confined  by  the 
keeper  of  the  said  penitentiary  in  the  same  manner  as  they 
are  required  by  law  to  be  kept  in  county  jails,  and  the 
keeper  of  the  said  penitentiary  shall  be  subject  to  all  lawsr 
applicable  to  the  keepers  of  county  jails. 

S  "y.  The  keeper  of  the  alms-house  of  the  said  county 
shall,  by  virtue  pf  his  office,  be  keeper  of  the  said  peniten- 
tiary, and  shall,  wiAin  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  execute  k  bond  to  the  people  of  this  state,  with 
such  sureties  ^  shall  be  approved  oy  any  two  judges  of 
the  county  courts  of  the  said  county,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office; 'which  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  county,  and  shall  be  prose- 
cuted in  the  same  manner  as  bonds  given  by  sheriffs  of 
counties;  and  the  said  bond  shall  be  renewed  whenever 
requifed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  said  county, 
and  a  similar  bond  shall  be  executed  by  any  keeper  of  the 
said  alms-house  who  shall  hereafter  be  appointed,  before 
entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office. 

S  8.  The  fees  of  justices  of  the  peace,  constables  and 
marshals,  in  cases  of  offences  cognizable  in  a  court  of  spe- 
cial sessions,  and  which  shall  not  be  tried  in  the  court  of 
general  sessions  or  oyer  and  terminer  of  the  said  county, 
and  in  cases  cognizable  by  a  single  magistrate,  shall  be 
town  and  city  charges,  upon  Ihe  towns  or  city  where  such 
offences  shall  have  been  committed,  and  the  fines  imposed 
and  collected  in  any  such  cases  shall  be  credited  to  the 
said  towns  and  city  respectively.

AN  ACT  relative  to  the  partition  of  lands4 

Passed  April  25,  1883. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Jfew-York^  represented  in 
ISenate  ana  Assembly ,  do  enact  €is  follows : 

5  1.  When  a  bill  shall  be  filed  in  the  court  of  chancery 
before  the  chancellor  or  vice-chancellor,  for  the  partition 
of  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  held  in  joint  te- 
nancy or  tenancy  in  common,  by  any  owner  or  owners 
thereof,  and  any  of  the  joint  tenants  or  tenants  in  com- 
mon, who  are  defendants,  in  such  bill,  are  minors,  for 
whom  no  Suitable  or  disinterested  person  shall  voluntarily 
signify  his  consent  in  writing  to  the  said  court  to  be  ap- 
pointed guardian  by  the  said  court,  and  offer  to  give  the 
security  required  by  the  Revised  Statutes  in  cases  of  par- 
tition, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  court,  on  the  petition 
of  the  complainants,  to  appoint  the  register,  assistant  re- 
gister, or  either  of  the  clerics  of  the  said  court,  the  guardi- 
an for  such  minor  or  minors,  for  the  purpose  of  such  par- 
tition, and  to  dispense  with  the  securities  so  as  aforesaid 
iiequired:  Provided  however,  that  a  copy  of  the  said  petition 
and  notice  in  writing,  signed  by  the  solicitor  of  the  com- 
plainants, specifying  the  time  and  place  when  and  where 
the  said  petition  wiu  be  presented,  shall  be  sei^ved  at  least  ' 
ten  days  before  th^  presentation  of  such  petition  upon  the 
general  guardian  of  such  minor  or  minors,  in  case  there 
be  such  guardian,  or  upon  the  minor,  if  there  be  none;

"  The  Oswego  Academy,"  to  be  located  in  the  village  of 
West  Oswego,  in  the  county  of  Oswego,  and  by  that 
name  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  capable  in  law  to 
purchase,  receive,  hold  and  enjoy  any  estate,  real  and  per- 
sonal, by  devise  or  otherwise,  and  to  lease,  sell  or  con- 
vey, or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same;  but  the  yearly 
income,  rents  and  profits  of  such  real  and  personal  estate, 
shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  two  thousand  dollars. 

^  2.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  trustees,  nine  in  number,  a  majority,  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  and  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  shall  be  the  first  trus- 
tees, until  the  first  Tuesday  in  September^  in.  the  year

Chap.  230. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  foreign  coTwicts. 

Passed  April  25,  1883. 

The  People  of  the   State  of  jsl*ew-YorlCy  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

'  §  I.  The  master  or  commander  of  any  ship,  boat  or  p.„^ty., 
other  vessel  arriving  from  a  foreign  country,  who  shall 
knowingly  bring  any  persoh,  either  as  a  passenger  or  hand, 
into  any  port,  city,  harbor  or  place  within  this  state,  with 
intent  to  land  or  to  permit  to  land  such  passenger  or  hand, 
iTirhich  passenger  or  hand  shall  have  been  or  shall  be  a 
foreign  convict*  of  any  felony,  which  if  committed  in 
this  state  would  be  punishable  therein,  shall  be  considered 
for  such  6ffence  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  apd  shall  be 
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j;)Uni8hed  by  fine  or  imprisonment;  but  such  fine  shall  not 
exceed  three  hundred  dollars,  nor  shall  the  imprisonment 
exceed  one  year  for  each  offence. 

liaytMn.  S  2.  The  court  before  whom  such  conviction  shall  take 
place  may  remit  the  punishment  referred  to  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  if  satisfied  that  the  said  commander  or 
master  has  re-conveyed  said  convict  or  convicts  to  the 
place  from  whence  he  took  them,  on  payment  of  the  costs 
of  prosecution.

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-York,  represented  in 
Senate  av^'  Assembly,  do  enact, as  follows: 

c«mmiMion  ^1.  Jacob  E.  Hombcck  and  Benjamin  Barcourt  and 
James  McEntee,  of  Kingston  in  the  county-  of  Ulster,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
determine  on  the  location  of  a  bridge,  to  be  built  over  the 
Rondout  creek,  in  the  town  of  Marbletown  in  said  county^  ^ 
which  said  bridge  must  be  located  within  the  vicinity,  * 
either  above  or  below  the  High  falls  >  and  the  determina- 
tion of  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  fix 
the  location  of  said  bridge. 

Tte.  3  2.  The  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Ulster^  at  their 

next  annual  meeting,  shall  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected^

said  company  as  shall  subscribe  for  them,  in  proportion  to 
their  several  subscriptions;  and  if  there  be  any  excess,, 
the  same  shall  be  distributed  among  the  subscribers  there- 
to, not  being  stockholders. 

S  2.  The  corporation  created  by  the  "Act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Cohoes  company,''  passed  March  28th,  1826,  shaU 
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not  'be  authorised  to  employ  any  of  the  additional  capital 
allowed  by  this  act  in  any  manufacturing  operations  what- 
ever. 


Chap.  235. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  village  of  Trenton. 

Passed  April  26,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1-  All  that  district  of  country  in  the  town  of  Tren-  BoundiriMu 
ton,  Oneida  county,  contained  within  the  following  bounds, 
viz:  beginning  two  chains  west  from  the  southwardly  cor- 
ner of  village  lot  number  ninety-three,  and  runs  from 
thence  north  sixty-nine  degrees,  east,  to  the  bank  of  the 
Steuben  creek;  thence  up  said  creek,  till  it  intersects  the 
south  branch  of  the  Cincinnatus  creek;  thence  up  said 
Cincinnatus  creek,  to  the  southeasterly  corner  of  Solomon 
Prentiss'  lot;  thence  north  twenty-one  degrees  east,  to 
•the  northeasterly  corner  of  said  Prentiss'  lot;  from  thence 
south  sixty-nine  degrees  west,  two  chains  west  of  the 
northwesterly  line  of  Daniel  Warren's  lot;  thence  south 
twenty-one  degrees  east,  to  the  place  of  beginning,. shall 
hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  '*  The  village  of  Tren-  j^^^^ 
ton:"  and  that  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  qualified 
by  law  to  vote  at  town-meetings,  who  may  reside  within 
the  aforesaid  limits,  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
May  next,  at  the  now  dwelling-house  of  Charles  Case, 
and  then  and  there  proceed  to  choose  five  freeholders,  re- 
siding within  the.  aforesaid  limits,  to  be  trustees  thereof; 
and  uiat  any  justice  of  the  peace,  residing  within  the  town 
of  Trenton,  shall  give  such  public  notice  of  such  meeting, 
at  least  one  week  previous  thereto,  and  shall  preside  at 
such  meeting,  and  declare  the  several  persons  having  a 
majority j>f  votes  as  duly  chosen  as  trustees;  and  on  every 
first  Tuesday  of  May  thereafter  there  shall,  in  like  man- 
ner, be  a  new  election  of  trustees  of  the  said  village;  and 
the  trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  preside  at  such  elec- 
tion, and  shall,  in  like  manner,  give  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  same. 

,    S  2.  The  freeholders  and  inhabitants  aforesaid  are  here-  corponuiM 
hy  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  cor-  ^f***^- 
porate,  by  the  name  of  *'  The  trustees  of  the  village  of 
Trentpn;"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors 
may  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  persons  in  law  ca- 
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pable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  defending  and  bem^ 
defended,  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  in  all  actions  and 
causes  of  actions  whatsoever;  and  may  have  a  common 
seal,  and  change  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  shall 
be  in  law  capable  of  holding,  purchasing  and  conveying 
any  estate,  real  and  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  village; 
to  raise  money  by  tax  for  the  purchase  of  an  engine  or 
engines,  fire-buckets,  fire  hooks,  ladders,  and  any  other 
implements  necessary  for  the  extinguishment  of  fire,  and 
for  erecting  suitable  buildings  for  preserving  the  same^ 
also  for  the  erection  of  hay-scales,  and  making  any  other 
necessary  improvements;  which  money,  so  to  be  raised, 
shall  be  assessed  upon  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants,  or 
bodies  corporate  of  the  said  village,  in  proportion  to  the 
relative  talue  of  their  property  therein  to  be  assessed, 
and  in  proportion  to  the  advantages  such  freeholders  and 
inhabitants  will  receive  from  the  appropriation  of  the  mo- 
neys so  to  be  assessed  by  three  assessors,  to  be  chosen 
from  among  the  freeholders  of  said  village,  at  their  annual 
meeting,  and  collected  by  a  collector  to  be  in  like  manner 
chosen;  and  when  so  collected  to  be  paid  over  to  the  said 
trustees,  or  such  of  them  as  they  may  designate,  to  be  ap- 
plied to  the  purpose  for  which  the  same  shall  have  been 
raised :  no  tax  ^all  be  levied  or  moneys  assessed,  raisied 
or  collected  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  nor  any  purchase 
or  sale  of  any  real  estate  be  made,  nor  any  public  buildings 
erected  or  disposed  of,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  said  village,  present  at  a 
public  meeting  duly  notified  by  the  trustees  of  the  said 
village. 

v^tuAtf.  S  3.  If  any  freeholder,  residing  within  the  limits  of  the 

said  village,  shall  refuse  to  serve  in  any  office  to  which 
he  may  be  elected,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  within 
.  said  county,  which  shall  be  applied  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  said  village:  no  such  freeholder  shall  be  compelled  to 
serve  two  "years  in  succession. 

nranMm.  §  4.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall,  as  soon  as  an  en- 

gine is'purchased  or  procured,  appoint  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  men  willing  to  accept,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  in 
number  to  each  engine,  being  inhabitants  of  said  village, 
to  have,  the  care,  management  and  working  of  the  fire  en- 
gine or  engines,  belonging,  or  which  may  belong  to  the 
said  inhabitants,  and  also  the  tools  and  implements  for 
extinguishing  fires;  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  may,  at 
any  meeting,  remove  or  displace  all  or  any  of  the  firemen 
so  as  aforesaid  to  be  appomted,  and  may  appoint  others 
in  their  place,  and  may  make  and  establish  such  rules,  or- 
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ders  and  regulations  for  the  government,  conduct  and  duty 
of  the  said  firemen,  as  to  them  from  time  to  time  seems

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S  8.  The  said  trustees  shall  keep  a  just  and  acGurate^ 
account  of  their  necessary  expenses  and  disbursements^ 
and  of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  by  them  during  their 
continuance  in  office,  and  shsjl,  at  every  annual  meeting, 
prepare  and  state  their  accounts  of  the  current  year,  and 
if  a  balance  shall  remain  in  their  hands,  pay  the  same  over

S  9i  The  taxable  inhabitants  residing  within  the  limits 
aforesaid,  are  authorised  and  .empowered  by  this^  act,  to 
lay  out  and  expend  one  moiety  of  all  the  labor  which  may 
be  assessed  to  them,  by  the  commissioners  of  highways  of 
said  town  of  Trenton,  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets 
within  said  village  limits,  under  the  direction  and  su- 
perintendence of  a  suitable  person,  being  a  freeholder  of 
said  village,  to  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  taxable  in- 
habitants thereof,  at  their  annual  meeting*    And  the  said 
superintendent  so  elected  as  aforesaid,  is  hereby  vested 
with  all  the  powers  granted  by  law  to  the  overseers  of 
highways,  subject  however  to  tfie  same  direction  and  con- 
trol irom  the  trustees  of  said  village,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  that  the  commissioners  of  highways  can,  by  lawr^ 
exercise  over  the  overseers  of  highways.

S  10.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  possess  the 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  titles 
of  chapter  eighteenth  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised 
Statutes.

AN  ACT  to  iiicorporate  the  firemen  of  the  city  of  Utica. 

Passed  April  26, 1838. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^eiv-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  •Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:     " 

§  1.  All  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
engineers  of  the  fire  department,  fire-wardens  or  Sremen 
belonging  to  any  of  the  fire-engine,  hose,  hook  and  Jadder 
or  atxe  companies  of  the  city  of  Utica,  shall  be,  and  here- 
by are  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  (and  con- 
tinue tmtil  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-three,)  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  **Fire  Department 
4>f  the  City  of  Utica." 

i  §  2,  The  engineers  belonging  to  the  said  fire  depart- 
ment shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January,  in 
-every  year,  choose  one  representative;  the  fire-wardens, 
tWo  representatives;  each  company  of  twenty  firemen  or 
upwards,  three  represehtatives;  and  under  twenty  fire- 
men, two  representatives;  who  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  such  powers  as  are  hereinafter  committed  to  thena. 

S  3.  The  said  representatives  shall  choose  on  the  se- 
cond Monday  of  Jan^mry  in  every  year,  by  ballot,  out  of 
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their  own  body,  a  prosident  and  vice-preBident,  and  out 
of  their  own  body,  cFr  the  whole  body  of  the  firemen,  three 
trustees,  a  treasurer,  secretary  and  collector.

eastern  boundaries  of  said  water  lots  shall  be  a  straight 
line  drtiwn  fr6m  the  southeast  corner  of  the  dock  of  John 
N.  Quackenbush  to  a  point  in  said  basin^  opposite  the  foot 
of  OrabgO'^street,  to  be  determined  by  said  conmussioners.

|55o,oooto  S  1.  The  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of 
6e^r«i«ed  by  jjg^.York,  as  the  supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of 
New- York,  oi:  a  majority  of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor 
or  recorder  shall  be  one,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  empow- 
ered, as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  order  and  eause  to  be  raised,  by  tax  on  the 
estates,  real  and  personal,  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabi- 
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tants  of  and  situated  within  the  said  city,  to  be  collected, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  city  and  county;  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  criminal  persons;  the  support  of  the  bridewell

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Washington  marine  insurance 
company^  of  the  city  of  ^ew^Yorh 

Passed  April  27,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^euyYork,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  do  enact  as  follows  : 

5  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  city  of  New- 
York  a  marine  insurance  company,  to  be  called  "  The 
Washington  Marine  Insurance  Company,  of  the  city  of 
New-York." 

S  2.  All  such  persons  as  shall  hereafter  be  stockholders 
of  said  company  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by 
the  name  and  the  style  of  '^  The  Washington  Marine  Insu- 
rance Company  of  the  city  of  New- York,"  and  to  conti- 
nue for  thirty  years. 

S  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  Henry  Ogden,  Duncan  C.  Pell, 
John  P.  Austin,  John  Thome,  Anson  6.  Phelps,  Aaron 
B.  Nones,  William  F.  Pell,  John  Barstow,  John  A.  Si- 
dell,  Robert  Elwell  and  Joseph  B.  Nones,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  receive  subscriptionfl  to  the  said 
capital  stock. 

S  4.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  absence  of  any 
of  the  commissioners  named  in  this  act  of  incorporation,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  seven  of  them  to  form  a 
quorum  and  proceed  to  business;  whose  duties  shall  be  the 
same  in  the  premises  as  that  prescribed  to  the  whole  of 
said  commissioners  by  this  act  of  incorporation  named^ 
and  their  acts  as  such  shall  be  legal.

The  stock  and  affairs  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be 
managed  and  conducted  by  fifteen  directors,  each  of  whom 
shall  be  a  stockholder,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a 
resident  of  the  state  of  New- York;  they  shall  be  elected  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  January  in  each  ana  every  year,  at  such 
time  of  the  day,  and  at  such  place  in  the  city  of  New- York, 
as  the  board  of  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint, 
and  shall  hold  their  oflices  for  one  year,  and  until  others 
shall  be  chosen  to  supply  their  place,  and  no  longer;  and 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  annual  election  shal 
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h%  published  daily  for  the  space  of  ten  days  next  preceding 
the  samey  in  at  least  two  of  the  public  newspapers  printed 
\in  the  city  of  New- York;  and  every  such  election  shall 
be  held  under  the  inspection  of  five  or  more  stockholders

representing  them  at  such  election;  and  the  first  directors 
of  the  s€tid  corporation  to  be  Henry  Ogden,  Roderick  Cur- 
tis, John  P.  Austin,  John  Thorne,  Anson  G.  Phelps,  Aa- 
ron B.  Nones,  William  F.  Pell,  John  Barstow,  John  A, 
Sidell,  Life  Smith,  Robert  Elwell,  Austin  Sherman,  Dun- 
can C.  Pell,  Asaph  Stone  and  Joseph  B.  Nones,  and  to 
continue  in  office  for  one  year  from  the  day  on  which  the 
sidd  corporation  shall  commence  business,  and  if  the  term 
of  one  year  shall  expire  previous  to  the  first  Tuesday  of 
Janizary,  then  the  said  directors  shall  continue  in  office  un- 
til the  first  Tuesday  of  January  following,  when  other  di- 
rectors shall  be  chosen.

Si.  Nathaniel  Seaman,   Piatt  Willets,  Benjamin  P. corporaiio* 
Thompson,  and  all  such  persons  as  shall  be  associated*'®***^* 
•with  them,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate, 
in  name  and  in  fact,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Long-Island 
Farmers'   Fire   Insurance  Company,    in  the   county   of 
Queens,"  and  to  continue  for  thirty  years  and  no  longer. 

S  2.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be  fif-  stock,

Whereas  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution >,,»„«•, 
of  this  state  was  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  of  the  two  branches  of  th^  legislature 
for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two, 
and  was  also  agreed  to .  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  said  two  branches  for  the  year  one 
thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  thirty-three,  pursuant  to  the* 
eighth  article  of  the  said  constitution;  which  said  atnend» 
ment  is  in  the  words  following: 

"At  the  end  of  the  tenth  section  of  the  fourth  article  of  Propo««d 
the  aaid  constitution  add  the  following  words:  '  Except  ia*"''**^*' 
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i\m  city  of  New-^York,  in  which  the  mayor  shall  be  cho- 
sen annually  by  the  electors  thereof  qualified  to  vote  for 
the  other  charter  officers  of  the  said  city,  and  at  the  time 
of  the  election  of  such  officers.'  " 

Now,  therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  the  said 
proposed  amendment  to  the  people  of  this  state,

5  !•  The  names  of  the  manufacturers  of  flour  and  meal, 
required  by  the  fifth  section  of  the  first  article  of  the  first 
title  of  the  seventeenth  chapter  the  first  part  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  to  be  branded  on  every  cask  containing  such 
flour  and  meal,  may  be  painted  on  such  casks.

Passed  April  29,  1833. 

TTie  People  of  the  State ' of  JSTew-Yorkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

CvrponrtioB      S  !•  Zopher  Brocket,  Nathan  Brown,  John  R.  Brown, 
John  Herkimer  and  D.  B.  \Vinton,  and  such  other  persons  * 
as  may  be  associated  with  them,  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  The  Herkimer  and 
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Montffomery  Cotton  and  Woollen  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  manufacture  of 
cotton  and  woollen  goods  and  machinery,  or  either  of  them  . 
^separately,  on  the  East  Canada  creek,  in  the  county  of 
Herkimer,  and  Oppenheim,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery, 
and  not  elsewhere. 

§  2.  The  capital  stocTt  of  said  company  shall  be  one  ^^^ 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  com- 
pany to  commence  operations  whenever  thirty  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  subscribed,  if  within  one  year  from  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

S  3.  The  stock,  property,  affairs  and  concerns  of  saidw««otof» 
company  shall  be  managed  by  seven  directors,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  president,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  one 
year.  The  first  directors  shall  be  Zopher  Brocket,  Na- 
than Brown,  John  R.  Brown,  John  Herkimer,  D.  B. 
Winton  and  At  water  Cook,  junior,  and  David  Petrie,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  Monday  of  Septem- 
ber, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and  un- 
til an  election  of  directors  shall  take  place,  which  shall  be 
on  the  first  Monday  of  September  annually,  at  such  place 
as  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  direct.

AN  ACT  to  submit  to  the  people  of  this  state  a  certain 

amendment  to  the  constitution. 

Passed  April  29,  1838. 

Whereas,  the  following  Amendment  to  the  constitution 
of  this  state  was  ageed  to  by  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  of  the  two  branches  of  the  legislature 
for  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two, 
and  was  &lso  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  said  two  branches  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  pursuant  to  the 
eight  article  of  the  said  constitution;  which  said  amend- 
ment is  in  the  words  following: 

''  That  the  duties  on  the  manufacture  of  salt,  as  estab- 
lished by  the  act  of  the  fifteenth  of  April,  one  thousand 
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eight  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  by  the  tenth  section  of 
the  seventh  article  of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  may  at 
any  time  hereafter  be  reduced  by  an  act  of  the  legislature 
of  this  state,  but  shall  not,  while  the  same  is  appropriated 
and  pledged  by  the  said  section,  be  reduced  below  the  sum 
of  six  cents  upon  each  and  every  bushel,  and  the  said  du- 
ties shall  remain  inviolably  appropriated  and  applied  as  is 
provided  by  the  said  tenth  section;  and  that  so  much  of 
the  said  tenth  section  of  the  seventh  article  of  the  consti- 
tution of  this  state  as  is  inconsistent  with  this  amendment 
be  abrogated." 

Now,  therefore,  for  the  purpose  of,  submitting  the  said 
proposed  amendment  to  the  people  of  this  state, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  •ATew^-Fori,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly j  do  enact  as  follows : 

$  1.  The  inspectors  at  each  poll  in  the  several  towns  to  be  lub- 
and  wards  of  this  state,  at  the  annual  election  to  be  held  "'^^1*,*"  ** 
on  the  first  Monday  of  November  next,  shall  provide  a 
proper  box  to  receive  the  ballots  of  the  citizens  of  this 
state  in  relation  to  the  said  proposed  amendment;  and

'Niies  and  the  inn  of  Ridhard  Gelston,  in  Bull's  Head,  and 
running  thence  to  Sagg-Harbor,  as  far  as  the  Otter  Pond 
bridge,  with  liberty  to  extend  and  continue  through  the 
village  of  Sagg-Harbor,  at  the  discretion  of  the  directors, 
whenever  such  extension  shall  be  authorised  by  the  trus- 
tees of.  the  said  village;  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
make  the  bed  or  arch  of  such  road  of  a  greater  width  than 
eighteen^  feet. 

§  &.  The  said  corporation  may  erect  one  full  toll-gate  Raiea  of  toii. 
on  the  said  road,  at  such  point  of  plade  on  the  saJme,  as 
shall  be  determined  upon  by  the  directors,  and  demand 
and  receive  at  the  same,  tolls  not  exceeding  the  following 
rates:  for  e^ery  wagon  or  cart  drawn  by  tw^o  horses, 
mules  or  oxen,  eight  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse, 
mule  or  ox,  two  cents;  for  every  wagon  or  cart  drawn 
by  one  horse  or  mule,  four  cents;  for  every  coach, 
coachee,  barouche,  phaeton  or  other  four  wheeled  pleasure 
carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  sixteen  cents,  and  three 
cents  For  every  additional  horse;  for  every  stage,  wagon 
or  coach  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  drawn  by 
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two  horses,  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  and  for  every  ad* 
ditional  horse,  three  cents;  for  every  chair  or  other 
two  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  or  small  wagon  or  other 
four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse, 
six  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse  three  cents;  for 
every  horse  and  rider,  three  cents;  for  every  horse  led  or 
drove,  without  being  attached  to  a  carriage,  one  cent;  for 
every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horse,  mule  or  ox,  four 
cents,  and  two  cents  for  every  additional  horse,  mule  or 
ox;  for  every  score  of  cattle  or  mules,  ten  cents;  for 
every  score  of  hogs  or  sheep,  four  cents,  and  in  the  same 
proportion  for  a  greater  pr  less  number  of  cattle,  mules, 
hogs  or  sheep. 

S  6.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power,  in  lieu  of 
such  full  toll-gate,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient, 
to  erect  and  maintain  two  toll-gates  on  the  said  turnpike, 
at  each  of  which  they  may  demand  and  receive  one  half 
of  the  tolls  mentioned  in  the  next  preceding  section. 

$  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage thereof;  and  the  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter^ 
amend  or  repeal  the  same.

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^Tew-Yorkj  r^esented  in 
Senate  and  •Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

S  1.  The  trustees  of  the  Capitol  are  hereby  authorised 
to  repair  the  public  buildings,  situate  on. the  comer  of 
State  and  Lodge-streets,  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  in 
which  the  public  offices  and  records  are  kept,  so  as  to  ren- 
der them  commodious  and  fire  proof;  and  if,  in  their  opi- 
nion, it  would  comport  with  the  interest  of  the  public^  to 
erect  a  new  building,  ift  the  place  of  the  wing,  they  are 
authorised  to  do  so;  but  said  ouilding  shall  be  fire  proof^ 
and  built  with  due  regard  to  convenience,  permanency  and 
safety. ' 

5  2.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  Ae  warrant  of  the 
comptroller,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to 
carry  into  effect  this  act.

S  !•  The  proceedings  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  village 
of  Pulaski,  in  electing  trustees  and  other  officers  c^  the 
said  village  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  shall  be,  and  the  sa^me  are 
hereby  confirmed,  in  all  respects,  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  the  said  election  had  been  held  on  the  first  Monday  of 
June,  in  the  year  aforesaid;  and  all  the  acts  of  the  said 
trustees,  and  other  ofiicers  of  the  said  village,  so  elected 
as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  as  valid  and  efifec* 
tual,  to  all  intents  and  purpose^,  as  if  they  had  been  elec- 
ted on  the  first  Monday  in  June;  and  the  notice  given  for

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Bellinger  water-works  com- 
pany at  Little-Falls, 

Passed  April  29,  1833.  , 

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew-York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  Christopher  P.  Bellinger,  Richard  N.  Casler,  Hen- 
corporatioA  ^Y  Heath,  George  H.  Feeter,  John  Dygert,  Moses  Drake, 
Zenas  C.  Priest  and  Arphaxed  Loomis,  and  all  such  per- 
sons as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  appointed  with  them 
or  shall  become  stockholders,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  **  The  Bellinger  Water- 
works Company  in  the  town  of  Little-Falls." 

S  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two 
hundred*  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  two  hun- 
dred shares  of  ten  dollars  each. 

S  3.  The  stock,  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  cor-

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ".4n  act  to  vest  certain 
powers  in  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  village

Passed  April  29,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-York  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

5  1.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  of  any  of  the  officers  elected, 
chosen,  or  otherwise  created  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  the 
act  hereby  amended,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  by  a  warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  president 
thereof,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  fill  such  vacan- 
cy; and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  have  like  powers 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  restrictions,  as  if  elected  or 
appointed  in  the  manner  provided  by  said  act. 

S  2.  All  assessments  for  taxes  may  be  made  by  any 
two  of  the  assessors  to  be  chosen  by  virtue  of  the  sai<J  act 
hereby  amended,  and  if  the  tax  to  be  assessed  be  for  local 
improvements,  the  same  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  real  es- 
tate of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  who  are  to  be  bene- 
fited thereby,  in  proportion  to  the  value  thereof  and  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom.     All  assessments  for  the 
general  purposes  of  said  village  shall  be  made  upon  all  the 
taxable  real  and  personal  property  in  said  village,  accord- 
ing to  the  value  thereof,  as  near  as  may  be.     The  trus- 
tees shall  determine  who  and  what  property  is  to  be  as- 
sessed, and  furnish  the  assessors  with  a  list  Containing  the 
names  of  all  such  persons  and  the  amount  to  be  assessed, 
and  specify  whether  the  same  is  for  a  general  or  local  im- 
provement, and  the  assessors  shall  be  governed  thereby 
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in  making  the  assessment,  and  make  the  assessment  upon 
those  only  who  are  named  in  the  said  list. 

$  3.  AH  assessments  for  taxes  upon  real  estate  shall  be  How  to  to 
against  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof,  and  may' be  col- JJiCSSd!"'** 
lected  of  either,  and  if  paid  by  the  occupant  may  be  re- 
covered by  him  in  an  action  against  the  owner  for  money 
paid  at  his  request,  unless  the  occupant  shall  have  agreed 
with  the  owner  to  pay  such  taxes.  If  the  collector  of  the 
village  cannot  collect  such  tax  within  the  time  provided 
by  law  for  that  purpose,  he  shall  make  return  of  the  fact 
to  the  trustees  of  the  village,  and  the  taxes  may  then  be 
collected  by  the  trustees  by  suit  in  the  corporate  name;  a 
certificate  under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent and  clerk,  specifying  the  amount  of  tax,  the  lots  or 
land  upon  which  it  was  assessed,  when  the  assessment 
was  made,  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  assessed, 
and  that  the  tax  remains  unpaid,  shall  be  evidence  in  any 
such  suit;  such  suit  may  be  brought  against  the  owner  or 
occupant,  or  both  of  them,  and  interest  and  costs  shall  be 
allowed  in  all  such  cases. 

S  4.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  erect  a  pound  in  PouMik 
the  village  of  Vernon,  and  to  appoint  a  pound-master  to 
superintend  the  same,  who  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
authority,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  in  the  village, 
and  entitled  to  the  like  fees,  as  by  law  appertains  and  be- 
longs to  pound-keepers  chosen  for  the  several  towns  in  the 
county.

f mounded,  and  after  reasonable  delay  may  be  sold  at  pub- 
ic vendue  to  pay  the  penalties  imposed  for  the  violation 
of  any  such  ordinance,  together  with  the  costs  and  charges 
for  keeping  them  and  of  such  sale. 

5  6.  In  all  warrants  for  the  collection  of  any  tax  or  as-  Coiuctor'a, 
sessment  legally  made  by  virtue  of  the  act  hereby  amend-  ****■ 
ed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  trustees  to 
cause  to  be  added  and  collected  upon  such  warrant  the 
collector's  fees  for  collecting,  in  addition  to  the  amount  as- 
sessed. 
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AN  ACT  io  incorporate  the  village  of  Penn-Yan,  in  the 

county  of  Yates. 

Passed  April  29,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  nNhv-York,  represented  in 
Senate  ana  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

5  1.  All  that  district  of  country  hereinafter  described, 
shall  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  the 
"Village  of  Penn-Yan,"  that  is  to  say:  all  that  part  of

No  tax  except  highway  taxes  shall  be  assessed  by  Hifhw»y 
virtue  of  this  act,  on  any  farm  lands  included  within  the  ****■' 
bounds  of  said  village,  so  long  as  such  farm  lands  shall 
be  kept  and  reserved  for  general  farming  purposes;  unless 
said  farm  lands  shall  be  laid  out  in  village  lots,  and  bound- 
ed on  some  street  or  highway  in  said  village  ;  but  all  mills, 
houses  and  other  buildings  on  such  farm  lands  in  said  vil- 
lage, shall  be  subject  to  taxation  in  like  manner  as  other 
village  property. 

§  29.  The  said  village  is  hereby  constituted  and  declar- ^^ifj  **^ 
ed  to  be  two  road  districts.  All  that  part  of  said  village  * 
lying  south  of  the  side  of  the  street  running  east  and  west 
on  the  north  of  the  academy  and  clerk's  office,  and  known 
by  the  name  of  "  Court-street,"  and  a  line  running  east 
and  west  in  a  course  with  the  south  side  of  said  street,  to 
\he  east  and  west  lines  of  said  village,  shall  be  one  road 
district ;  and  all  that  part  of  said  village  lying  north  of  the 
line  first  aforesaid,  and  including  Court-street,  shall  be  the 
other  road  district ;  which  said  road  districts  may  from 
time  to  time  be  subdivided  by  the  trustees  of  said  village. 
The  said  village  shall  be  exempt  from  the  superintendence 
of  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the  towns  of  Milo 
and  Benton  :  and  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  com- 
missioners of  highways  in  and  for  said  village,  and  shall 
have  and  possess  the  same  powers,  and  be  charged  with 
the  same  duties  over  the  roads  in  said  village,  as  commis- 
sioners of  highways  in  towns.  They  shall  appoint  an  • 
overseer  in  each  of  the  road  districts  in  said  village,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  during  their  pleasure  :  and  such  over- 
seers shall  respectively  reside  in  the  road  district  over 
which  they  shall  be  appointed,  and  shall  have  the  same 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  like  duties  and  liabilities,  as 
overseers  of  highways  in  towns.  ^11  bridges  across  the 
stream  or  river  called  the  outlet  of  Crooked  lake  in  said 
village,  shall  be  repaired,  built  and  rebuilt,  when  neces- 
sary, by  the  town  of  Milo,  or  by  the  county  of  Yates,  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

S  30.  Every  person  not  qualified  as  required  in  and  by  pmtity. 
the  foregoing  twelfth  section  of  this  act,  who  shall  vote 
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contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  s^  twelfth  section,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars  for  every  such  offence. 

stiMti,  te.      5  31.  The  trustees  of  said  village  shall  have  power  to 
cause  the  sidewalks  on  the  streets  and  highways  within 
the  compact  parts  of  said  village,  or  any  or  either  of 
theniy  or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  levelled,  raised,  amend- 
ed,  gravelled,  stoned,  paved,  flagged  and  repaired,  and  to 
compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  land  or  lota  ad- 
joining such  streets  or  highways  withm  said  village,  to 
make  such  improvements  upon  the  sidewalks  as  aforesaid, 
"    in  front  of  said  land  or  lots,  and  to  determine  and  pre- 
scribe the  manner  of  doing  the  same,  and  the  materials  to 
be  used  therein,  and  the  quality  of  such  materials.    And 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  the  said  trustees  shall  serve  an  or- 
der or  notice  in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  the  clerk  of  said

The  police  constable  of  said  village  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  rights,  and  be  charged  with  the 
same  duties  and  responsibilities,  as  constables  elected  in 
towns;  but  he  shall  ift)t  serve  any  process  in  civil  suits  out 
of  said  village,  except  in  favor  of  said  village,  or  against 
a  person  or  persons  fleeing  therefrom.  It  shall  be  the  dor 
ty  of  such  police  constable  to  give  such  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  ofiice  as  shall  be 
required  of  him  by  the  said  trustees.

S  84.  The  powers  and  duties  by  law  vested  in  the  com-  ewIw. 
missioners  of  excise  of  towns,  shall  be  and  hereby  are 
transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  trustees  of  said  village,  so 
far  as  the  same  shall  extend  to  said  village,  tind  be  exer- 
cised by  said  trustees  in  the  manner  provided  for  such 
commissioners;  but  no  license  to  tavern-keepers  or  gro- 
cers shall  be  granted,  unless  upon  the  concurrence  of  a 
majority  of  the  trustees  elected  therein;  nor  shall  the  said

S  37.  Neither  the  board  of  commissioners  of  excise  of  Restriotion. 
the  town  of  Milo,  nor  the  town  of  Benton,  after  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act,  shall  have  power  to  grant  any  license  to 
any  grocer  or  tavern-keeper  in  the  said  village. 

S  38.  Every  fine,  penalty  and  forfeiture  incurred  for  piaet. 
any  oflFence  against  any  of  the  by-laws  of  said  village  and 
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against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  against  any 
of  the  provisions  of  title  ninth  of  chapter  twentieth  of  the 
first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled**  Of  excise,  and 
the  regulation  of  taverns  and  groceries,"  or  against  any 
or  either  of  them,  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  the 
said  trustees,,  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  said  cor- 
poration, before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  court  having 
jurisdiction  thereof;  in  which  action  it  shall  be  sufficient  to 
declare  and  plead  generally,  and  under  such  declaration 
and  pleadings,  to  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence.  No 
inhabitant  of  said  village  shall,  for  that  cause,  be  disquali- 
fied from  acting  as  justice,  juror,  witness  or  constable,  in 
,  any  such  action.  Such  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures, 
when  collected,  shall,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  village  for  the  use  thereof.

Chap.  289. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Binghamton  and  Susquehan- 

nah  rail-road  company. 

Passed  April  29,  1833. 

T%e  People  of  the  State  of  JSTew-Yorky  represented  in 
Sehate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

SSJUSI*^  S  1.  Daniels.  Dickinson,  Stephen  Weed  and  Ami  Dou- 
bleday,  with  such  other  persons  as  may  associate  with 
them  for  that  purpose,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  po- 
litic and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  '^  The  Binghamton 
and  Susquehannah  Rail-Road  Company,"  with  power  to 
construct  a  single  .or  double  rail-road  or  way,  from  Bing- 
hamton, in  the  county  of  Broome,  up  the  valley  of  the 
Susquehannah,  to  the  Pennsylvania  line,  to  transport,  take 
and  carry  property  and  persons  npon  the  same,  by  the 
power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechani- 
cal or  other  power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them,  for  the 
term  of  fifty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

TiMiinittd  g  2.  If  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  not,  within 
two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence  the  con- 
struction of  said  rail-road  or  ways,  and  expend  at  least  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  thereon,  and  shall  not,  within 
four  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  construct,  finish 
and  put  in  operation  the  said  single  or  double  rail-road  or 
way,  then  the  said  corporation  shall  thenceforth  forever 
cease,  and  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void.

Daniel  S.  Dickinson,  Stephen  Weed^  John  Whit-  subwripUorf 
noy  and  Ami  Doubleday,  shall  be  commissioners;  the  du-  '"*  *^^^' 
ty  of  whom  it  shall  be,  within  the  period  of  six  months  af^ 
ter  the  passing  of  this  act,  at  some  suitable  place  in  the 
county  of  Broome,  to  open  books  to  receive  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  $  attd  twenty 
days*  public  notice  -shall  be  given  by  the  said  commis- 
sioners of  the  time  and  place  oi  tlie  opening  of  such  books^ 
in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  in  the  county  aforesaidi 
and  the  said  commissioners  shall,  at  the  time  of  any  sub* 
scription  by  any  peison  or  persons^  for  the  capital  «tock

The  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  purchase,, 
receive  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and 
convenient  in  accomplishing  the  objects  for  which  this  in- 
corporation is  granted;  and  may,  by  their  agents,  survey- 
ors and  engineers,  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  and

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Jforth  River  whaling  comr 

pany. 

Passed  April  29,  1833. 

TTie  People  of  tlie  State  of  Jfew^Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assemhly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Si.  John  Porsvth,  Alexander  Falls,  John  Ledyard, corpomtiMi 
James  Halstead,  Jonathan  Hasbrouck,  Edmund  Sanxay,  "^"^ 
John  W.  Knevels,  John  D.  Philips  and  William  C.  Has- 
brouck, and  such  others  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
associated  with  them,  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in  the 
whale  fishery  in  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans  and  else- 
where, and  in  the  mtanufacture  of  oil  and  spermaceti  can- 
dles, are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  North  River  whaling  company,"  to  be  lo- 
cated at  or  near  the  foot  of  Washington-street  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Newburgh,  in  Orange  county. 

S  S.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  not  stock.  ; 
exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  but  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  corporation,  when  and  so  sooh  as  fifty 
thousand  dollars  of  the  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed  and  paid,  in,  and  an  affidavit  to  be  made  by  the 
president  of  the  said  company,  showing  that  the  said  sum 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars  has  been  so  paid  in,  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  to  commence  its  said 
business;  and  with  that  capital,  to  conduct  and  carry  on 
the  same,  until  they  shall  find  it  expedient  to  extend  their 
capital,  which  they  arte  authorised  to  do.  from  time  to 
time,  to  the  amount  herein  before  mentioned. 

S  3.  John  Forsyth,  Alexander  Falls,  John   Ledyard,  s«iMcriptiow 
James  Halstead,  Jonathan  Hasbrouck,  Edmund  Sanxay,  ***  *^''* 
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John  W.  Knevels,  John  D.  Philips  and  William  C.  Has- 
brouck,  shall  be  commissioners  to  open  books  for  receiving 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation. 
The  said  books  shall  be  opened  by  two  or  more  of  the 
said  commissioners,  within  one  year  after  the  passing  of 
this  act,  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  said  capital  stock, 
on  such  day  or  days,  and  at  such  place  or  places,  as  they 
shall  appoint,  giving  at  least  fourteen  days'  previous  no- 
tice of  such  time  and  place  of  receiving  subscriptions,  in 
two  of  the  public  newspapers,  one  printed  in  the  said  vil- 
lage of  Newburgh,  and  the  other  in  the  city  of  New- 
York:  and  the  sum  of  five  dollars  on  each  share  subscri-

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Brooklyn  and  Gowanne^  toll 

bridge  company. 

Passed  April  29,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  All  such  persons  as  shall  become  subscribers  to  the  corporftiion 
stock  hereafter  described,  in  the  manner  hereafter  men-  *^'*^"**' 
tioned,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  de- 
clared a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Brooklyn  and  Gowannes  Toll  Bridge  Company,"  for  the 
term  of  fifty  years  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act. 

§  2.  John  T.  Bergen,  Jordan  Coles,  Jeffry  Smith,  Ni-  BubicripUons 
cholas  I^uquere  and  John  S.  Bergen  are  hereby  appointed  ^  *^^'^*'* 
commissioners  to  open  a  subscription,  in  a  book  or  books, 
to  be  by  them  provided  for  the  purpose;  and  to  receive 
subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  said  corppany,  in  shares  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty:  and  such  subscription 
shall  be  opened  in  the  town  of  Brooklyn,  at  such  time  and

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Buffalo  and  BlacJc'Rock  rail* 

road  company, 

.  Passed  April  29,  1883. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew-York^  represented^in 
Senate  and  tissemblyj  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  Donald  Frazer,  Pierre  A.  Barker,  Ebenezer  John- oorponuon 
son,  Elijah  Efner,  James  Haggart,  Absalom  Bull  and  Pe-  ^''•*''^' 
ter  B.  Porter,  with  such  other  persons  as  shall  associate 
with  them  for  that  purpose,  are  constituted  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  **  The  Buffalo  and  Black- 
Rock  Rail-Road  Company,"  with  power  to  construct  a 
single  or  double  rail-road  or  way  betwixt  the  city  of  Buf- 
falo and  the  village  of  Black-Rock,  commencing  at  the 
city  of  Buffalo,  in  the  county  of  Erie,  at  such  point  as  the 
common  council  of  the  said  city  shall  in  writing  first  de- 
signate and  direct,  and  ending  at  or  near  Black-Rock,  in 
the  county  of  Erie;  to  transport,  take  and  carry  property 
and  persons  upon  the  same,  by  the  power  and  force  of 
steam,  of  animals,  er  of  any  mechanical  or  other  power, 
or  of  any  combination  of  them,  for  the  term  of  fifty  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

S  2.  If  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  not' within  riraeUmitwi.  . 
two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence  the  con- 
struction of  said  rail-road  or  ways,  and  expend  at  least  the

ceive subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration; and  twenty  days' public  notice  shall  be  given  by 
the  said  commissioners,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  open- 
ing of  such  books,  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  in  the 
county  aforesaid;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall,  at  the 
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time  of  any  subscription  by  any  person  or '  persons,  for 
the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  require  the  payment 
to  them  by  the  person  or  persons  subscribing,  ten  dollars 
towards  and  upon  every  hundred  dollars  so  subscribed;

Ihe  People  of  the  State  of  JS^ew-York,   represented  in 
Senate  and  •Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

5  1.  All  that  district  of  country  contained  within  the  J*®"^".^"  ©^ 
following  limits,  to  wit:  Beginning  on  the  easterly  bounds  ^  *^' 
of  the  patent  of  Schenectady,  in  the  middle  of  the  Mo- 
hawk river,  and  running  thence  up  the  stream  through  the 
middle  of  the  said  river  as  it  winds  and  turns,  to  a  point 
about  five  chains  above  what  was  formerly  called  the  Up- 
per Ferry,  where  the  Mohawk  bridge  is  erected;  thence 
with  a  straight  line  to  the  northwest  corner  of  the  lot  for- 
merly belonging  to  Nicholas  Van  Patten,  deceased,  now 
owned  by  Isaac  M.  Schermerhorn,  on  the  easterly  bank 
*  of  a  branch  of  the  Mohawk  river;  thence  along  the  same, 
up  stream,  to  the  mouth  of  a  creek  called  the  Church  Mill 
creek;  thence  up  the  said  branch  of  the  Mohawk  river

The  said  common  council  shall, 
agreeably  to  tho  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  this  state, 
pnnually  appoint  one  fit  and  discreet  person  to  be  mayor 
of  the  said  city,  who  shall  continue  in  the  said  ofHce  until 
thehrst  day  of  January  next  after  such  appointment,  and 
uiftil  some  other  person  shall  be  appointed  and  sworn  in 
his  stead.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  said  office  of  mayor, 
,  by  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  said  city,  the 
said  common  council  shall,  at  a  meeting  to  be  summoned 
by  the  marshal  upon  the  request  of  the  recorder,  or  any 
two  of  the  ^Mermen  of  the  said  city,  appoint  some  other 
perBon  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for . 
which  the  person  so  dying,  resigning  or  removing,  was  ap- 
pointed. 

iim«t.  ^  *■  ''''"'  inhabitants  of  the  said  city  qualified  by  the 
constitution  to  vote  for  elective  officers,  shall  annually,  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  assemble  in  the  respective  wards 
inJtvhich  they  actually  reside,  at  such  places  as  the  said 
Qommoni  council  shall  for  that  purpose  have  previously 
appointed,'  and  then  and  there,  by  plurality  of  votes,-  choose 
out  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  residing  in  their  respec- 
tive wards,  for  the  ensuing  year,  four  alc^rmen,  one  su- 
pervisor, two  assessors,  one  collector,  and  as  many  con- 
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stables  as  the  said  common  council  shall  from  time  to  time 
deem  necessary  and  direct  to  be  chosen. 

S  5.  Such  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  andahallbe  held  sieettoai 
and  conducted  as  follows:  The  common  council  of  said SSSilctod? 
city  shall,  at  least  eight  days  previous  to  the  first  Tues- 
day of  April  annually,  appoint  in  each  ward  three  persons 
who  shall  preside  as  inspectors  of  such  elections  in  their 
respective  wards;  who  shall,  at  least  five  days  previous 
to  such  election,  give  notice  in  writing  in  at  least  three 
public  places  in  their  respective  wards,  of  the  place  where 
such  election  shall  be;  and  such  inspectors  shall  have  pow- 
er to  decide  upon  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  ofiering 
to  vote  at  such  election:  and  every  person  qualified  to 
vote  at  such  election,  who  shall  ofier  himself  to  vote,  shall, 
at  such  election,  openly  deliver  his  ballot,  so  folded  as  to 
conceal  the  contents,  to  one  of  the  inspectors  holding  the 
said  election,  in  the  presence  of  the  board;  which  ballot 
shall  be  a  paper  ticket  containing  the  names  of  the  per- 
sons for  whom  the  elector  intends  to  vote,  and  designating 
the  office  to  which  each  person  named  is  intended  by  him 
to  be  chosen;  but  no  ballot  shall  contain  a  greater  num- 
ber of  names  of  persons  as  designated  to  any  office,  than 
there  are  persons  to  be  chosen  at  the  election  to  fill  such 
office ;  and  on  the  receipt  of  every  such  ballot,  the  inspec- 
tors holding  such  election  shall,  without  suffering  the  same 
to  be  opened  or  inspected,  cause  the  same  to  be  put  into 
a  box  to  be  provided  by  the  common  council  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

S  6.  The  inspectors,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  having  loipseton. 
assembled  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  holding 
such  election,  shall  administser  to  each  other  the  oath  of 
office  prescribed  by  the  constitution;  and  shall  thereupon 
proceed  to  appoint  a  person  to  be  a  clerk  of  the  poll,  to 
whom  one  of  the  said  inspectors  shall  al5o  administer  the 
said  oath  of  office.  The  poll  shall  be  opened  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  may  be  adjourned  at  noon, 
for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  hour;  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time,  the  same  shall  be  again  opened,  and  shall 
continue  open  until  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
same  day,  and  no  longer.  Proclamation  shall  be  made 
of  the  opening,  adjourning  and  closing  of  the  poll.  A 
poll-list  shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk,  wherein  the  name 
of  each  elector  voting  at  such  election  shall  be  written; 
and  after  finally  closing  the  poll  thereof,  the  said  inspec- 
tors shall  proceed  without  delay,  publicly  to  open  the  said 
ballots,  and  shall  first  count  the  said  ballots  unopened, 
and  if  the  number  of  ballots  so  counted  shall  exceed  the 
Dumber  of  electors  contained  in  the  poll-list,  one  of  the 
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smid  inspectors  shall  draw  out  and  destroy,  unopened,  so 
many  of  the  said  ballots  as  shall  amount  to  the  excess; 
and  if  two  or  more  biiUots  are  found  rolled  or  folded  up 
together,  they  shall  not  be  estimated;  the  ballots  and 
numbers  on  the  poll-lists  agreeing,  or  being  made  to  agree, 
the  said  inspectors  shall  then  proceed  to'  canvass  and  es- 
timate the  votes,  and  shall  complete  the  said  canvass  and 
estimate  on  the  same  day,  or  the  following  day,  and  shall 
certify  and  declare  the  several  officers  who  shall  have 
been  duly  chosen  at  such  election,  and  shall  file  such  cer- 
tificate in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  city,  on  the 
same  day,  or  the  next  day  thereafter. 

If  any  person  offering  to  vote  shall  be  challenged 
as  unquaUfied  by  an  inspector,  or  by  any  other  person  en- 
titled to  vote  at  the  same  poll,  the  board  of  inspectors 
shall  state  to  the  person  so  challenged,  the  qualifications 
of  an  elector. 

onih.  5  8.  If  he  shall  claim  to  be  duly  qualified,  and  the  in- 

spectors shall  not  be  satisfied  that  he  has  a  legal  right  to 
vote,  he  shall,  if  required  by  either  of  the  said  inspectors, 
take  the  following  oath:  "You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that 
you  are  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years,  that  you  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this 
state  for  one  year  next  preceding  this  election,  and  for 
the  last  six  months  a  resident  of  this  county,  that  you  are 
now  a  resident  of  this  ward,  and  that  you  have  not  voted 
at  this  election." 

Colored  men.  S  9.  If  the  pcrsou  SO  offering  to  vote  be  a  colored  man, 
and  shall  be  challenged  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  take  the  fol- 
lowing oath,  if  required  by  either  of  the  inspectors:  "  You 
do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  are  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  that  for  three  years  you  have  been  a  citizen  of 
this  state,  that  you  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  state 
for  one  year  next  preceding  this  election,  and  during  that 
time  have  been,  and  that  you  now  are,  seised  and  pos- 
sessed of  a  freehold  estate  of  the  value  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  over  and  above  all  debts  and  incumbran- 
ces charged  thereon,  and  have  been  actually  rated  and 
paid  a  tax  thereon,  that  you  have  been  for  the  last  six 
months  a  resident  of  this  county,  that  you  are  now  a  resi- 
dent of  this  ward,  and  that  you  have  not  voted  tit  this 
election." 

Penalty.  S  10.  If  any  person  shall  refuse  to  take  the  oath  so  ten- 

dered, his  vote  shall  be  rejected;  and  upon  taking  sdch 
oath,  he  shall  forthwith  be  permitted  to  vote :  and  if  any 
person  shall  knowingly  swear  falsely  in  the  premises,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  and 
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punished  accordingly,  before  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof. 

§  11.  No  person  who  shall  have  been  convicted  within  certdn  con- 
this  state  of  an  infamous  crime,  at  any  time  previous  to  vote."** 
such  election,  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  thereat,  unless  he 
shall,  by  a  pardon  from  the  executive,  have  been  restored 
to  all  the  rights  of  a  citizen;  but  no  proof  of  such  convic- 
tion, other  than  a  duly  authenticated  record  thereof^  shall 
be  received  by  the  said  inspectors. 

S  12.  If  there  shall  happen  any  vacancies  in  the  offices  Vacancies* 
so  to  be  chosen  as  aforesaid,  by  death,  resignation,  remo- 
val from  the  said  city,  or  otherwise,  before  an  annual  elec- 
tion shall  be  held,  the  common  council  of  the  said  cit]^ 
may  direct  an  election  to  be  held  to  supply  such  vacancy;

conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  annual  election;

The  said  common        > 
council  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May, 
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and  oftener  in  their  discretion.  Special  meetings  may 
also  be  called  by  the  mayor,  in  cases  of  emergency,  or,  in 
his  absence,  by  the  recorder.  At  the  meetings  of  the 
common  council,  the  mayor  shall  preside,  and  in  his  ab-' 
sence  the  recorder  shall  preside  as  chairman. 

trftim^o'i&n.  5  17.  The  said  common  council  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  the  first  Tuesday  of  May,  and  by  plurality  of  votes, 
appoint  one  clerk,  one  treasurer,  one  marshal,  one  city 
superintendent  of  streets  and  highways,  with  such  assis- 
tants as  may  be  deemed  necessary ;  and  shall  also  annu- 
ally, or  oftener,  in  their  discretion,  appoint  one  or  more 
overseers  of  the  poor,  or  poor-masters,  and  one  or  more 
^ound-masters  and  fence-viewers,  and  so  many  porters, 
carriers^  cartmen,  packers,  beadles,  bell-men,  common

to  any  regulations  concerning  them  to  be  made  by  the  said 
common  council,  in  their  discretion.  The  aldermen  and 
the  clerk  of  said  city,  and  such  of  the  said  officers  to  be 
appointed  by  the  said  common  council,  or  elected  as  afore- 
said, and  as  shall  be  required  so  to  do  by  any  by-law  of 
the  said  common  council,  and  who  are  not  by  law  ex- 
empted therefrom,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  exe- 
cution of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  be- 
fore the  mayor,  or  any  other  officer  authorised  to  admi- 
nister oaths,  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  constitu- 
tion. 

The  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  of  the  sa^d 
city  shall  severally  be,  ex-officio,  justices  of  the  peace  of 
the  county  of  Schenectady;  but  shall  not,  by  virtue  of 
said  office,  be  authorised  to  hear  and  try  any  civil  causes, 
except  such  as  are  brought  to  recover  a  penalty  under  the 
by-laws  of  said  city,  in  which  case  they  may  severally  act 
as  justices  of  the  peace  in  their  civil  capacity. 

S  19.  The  recorder  shall,  duriftg  the  sickness,  absence^ 
or  other  inability  of  the  mayor,  possess  and  exercise  all 
the  powers  hereby  conferred  on  said  mayor,  and  be  au- 
thorised and  required  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  a  judge 
of  the  supreme  court  and  of  the  county  courts,  which  the 
recorders  of  any  of  the  several  cities  in  this  state  are  au- 
thorised to  do  and  perform;  and  may  take  and  receive 
the  same  fees  as  such  recorders  are  allowed  for  like  .ser- 
vices.

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S  20.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  common  nouaoe 
council  to  select  from  the  aldermen  and  justices  of  the  ""••■''**^* 
peace  in  said  city,  such  and  so  many  as  they  shali  think 
proper,  to  be  called  the  "board  of  magistrates,"  for  the 
relief  and  support  of  the  poor,  and  for  punishing  petty  of- 
fences committed  in  the  said  city;  who  shall  in  such  case 
exclusively  possess  the  power  and  authority  of  applying 
and  distributing  the  funds  for  the  relief  and  support  of  the 
poor  in  said  citv,  in  such  manner  as  the  common  council 
may  direct,  antfof  making  all  orders  in  relation  to  the  poor 
within  said  city. 

S  21.  The  said  common  couni^il  may,  whenever  they  houm  of 
shall  think  proper,  erect "^and  establish  a  house  of  correc-  ***'^^®"- 
tion  for  petty  offenders  within  said  city,  stnd  appoint,  dur- 
ing pleasure,  a  keeper  thereof,  and  so  many  assistants  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  prescribe  the  duties  of  the  said 
keeper  and  assistants,  and  the  compensation  which  they 
shall  respectively  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  services 
from  the  said  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty;  and  said 
common  council  may  pass  ordinances  for  regulating  the 
said  house  of  correction^  and  all  other  ordinances  relative 
thereto;  and  whenever  th6  said  house  of  correction  shajl

whore  the  same  shall  be  kept,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged

All  taxes  to  be  levied  by  the 
common  council  of  said  city  for  defraying  the  expenses 
of  supporting  a  night  watch,  and  for  lighting  the  streets 
within  said  city,  shall  be  imposed  on  such  only  of  the  taxa- 
ble inhabitants  of  said  city,  as  reside  within  the  said  dis* 
trict. 

m^kfr^y^  S  27.  The  common  council  of  the  said  city  for  the  time 
being,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  commis- 
sioners of  hi^ways  for  the  said  city;  and  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  any  three  of  the  said  council,  to  be  for  that  pur- 
pose appointed  by  the  said  common  council  to  lay  out,, 
alter  or  discontinue,  such  roads  or  highways,  as  it  may  be 
deemed  necessary  or  proper  to  lay  out,  alter  or  dis- 
^continue,  pursuant  to  the  statute  relative  to  the  laying 
^out,  altering  or  discontinuance  of  public  and  private 
/oads,  and  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  said  com^ 
^mon  council.  The  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  shall^ 
from  iand  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  be  exempt  from  tl^ 
operation  of  the  statute  relative  to  highways,  and  of  any 
acts  heretofore  passed  relative  to  the  said  city,  so  far  as 
the  said  acts  relate  to  the  manner  of  repairing  and  keep- 
ing in  order  the  highways  within  the  said  city,  and  the 
assessment  for  road  work  for  the  same;  and  the  common 
council  are  hereby  authorized  and  requifed  to  repair  and 
keep  in  order  the  highways  within  the  said  city,  and  to 
cause  all  such  common  sewers,  drains  and  vaults,  as  may 
be  nec«8sary  to  be  made  and  kept  in  repair  within  the 
same,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  proper.  And 
the  common  council  of  the  said  city  shall  yearly  deter- 

•  mine  the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  by  tax  for  defraying 
the  expenses  of  keeping  the  highways  and  bridges  in  said 
jcity  in  repair,  and  for  making  and  keeping  in  repair  any 
.common  sewers,  drains  or  vaults  within  the  ssone;  and  the 

*  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  by  tax  for  the  support  of  the 
poor  in  said  city,  for  the  year  next  ensuing;  and  the  boardl 
jof  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Schenectady,  being  served 
with  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  said  common  council, 
requiring  such  sum  or  sums  to  be  raised  for  both  or  ei- 
ther of  the  said  purposes,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  as- 
sessed, levied  and  collected  according  to  law',  as  other 
city  taxes  are  assessed,  levied  and  collected;  and  such 
moneys  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  said  city,  and  shall  be  drawn,  expended  and  applied 
pnder  the  direction  of  the  said  common  council. 
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§  28.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council  of  said^Jwt 
city  to  prohibit  any  public  shows,  or  theatrical  or  other 
exhibitions  in  the  said  city,  under  the  penalty  of  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  for  every  offence,  or  to  grant  licenses 
therpfor,  under  such  restrictions  as  they  may  deem  pro- 
per; and  in  their  discretion  they  may  exact  and  receive 
for  such  licenses,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  a»  they 
may  deem  reasonable,  not  however  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  for  any  one  license. 

§  29.  The  common  council  of  the  said  city  shall  have  pjJ^JTJ^ 
power  and  authority  to  pass  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  i»tion» 
as  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  expedient,  the  better  to  manage  and  secure  their 
common  property,  and  also  for  the  more  effectual  sup- 
pression of  vice  and  immorality;   for  preserving   peace 
and  good  order;  to  prevent  and  punish  forestalling  and 
regrating,  and  for  detecting  and  restraining  every  kind  of 
fraudulent  device  and  practice  within  the  said  city;  to  re- 
gulate the  keeping,  carting,  conveying  and  transporting 
of  gun-powder  and  other  combustibles  or  dangerous  ma- 
terials, and  the  use  of  lights  and  candles  in  livery  and 
other  stables;  to  remove  or  prevent  the  construction  of 
any  fire-place,  hearth,  chimney,  stove,  oven,  boiler,  ket- 
tle or  apparatus,  used  in  any  house,  building,  manufactory 
or  business,  which  may  be  dangerous  in  causing  or  pro- 
moting fires;  to  direct  the  safe  construction  of  deposits 
for  ashes,  and  to  appoint  one  or  more  officers,  at  reason- 
able times  to  enter  into  and  examine  all  dwelling-houses^ 
lots,  yards,  enclosures  and  buildings,  of  every  description, 
in  order  to  discover  whether  any  of  them  are  in  a  dan- 
gerous state,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dangerous,  to 
be  put  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition;  to   regulate  the 
gauging  of  all  casks  of  liquids  and  liquors,  and  to  appoint 
one  or  more  suitable  persons  to  superintend  and  conduct 
the  same;  to  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  and 
weighing  of  hay,  and  the  measuring  and  certifying  the 
quantity  of  wood  that  may  be  sold  in  said  city,  except 
wood  sold  by  the  load,  and  cases  where  the  purchasers 
and  seller  shall  agree  as  to  the  quantity  and  quality;  and 
to  appoint  one  or  more  insp6ctors  or  measurers  of  wood, 
stone,  coal,  lime  and  salt,  and  weighers  of  hay  and  plais- 
ter,  and  to  regulate  their  fees;  to  restrain  and  punish  the 
forestalling  of  poultry,  butter  and  eggs;  to  prevent  and 
regulate  the  running  at  large  of  dogs;  to  appoint  an  ex- 
aminer of  weights  and  measures,  and  prescribe  his  duties 
and  fees;  to  regulate  or  prevent  the  carrying  on  manu- 
factories dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires;  to  ap- 
point fire-wardens  and  fire-engineers,    with   such,  duties 
^nd  powers  as  the  said  common  council  shall  prescribe, 
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and  to  adopt  and  establish  such  measures  and  regulations 
for  the  prevention  or  suppression  of  fires,  as  the  said  conn- 
mon  council  shall  deem  expedient;  to  compel  the  owners 
and  occupants  of  houses  and  other  buildings,  to  have  scut 
ties  on  the  roofs  of  any  such  houses  and  buildings,  and 
stairs  and  ladders  leading  to  the  same;  to  regulate  the 
dimensions  of  chimneys  so  as  to  admit  chimney-sweeps 
to  sweep  and  clean  the  same;  to  appoint  watchmen,  and 
prescribe  their  powers  and  duties;  to  authorize  any  ma 
gistrate,  constable  or  other  person,  to  stop  any  person  ri- 
ding or  driving  immoderately  through  or  in  any  street  of 
the  said  city,  or  otherwise  to  prohibit  such  offences;  to 
abate  or  remove  any  nuisances  in  said  city;  to  regulate  the 
-market  and  markets  in  said  city;  to  establish  a  slaughter- 
house, and  to  regulate  the  killing  of  any  animals  for  mar- 
ket in  said  city;  to  appoint  firemen, to  take  the  charge 
and  management  of  the  fire-engines  and  apparatus  there- 
unto belonging,  under  such  regulations  as  they  shall  deem 
necessary,  and  remove  the  same  firemen  and  appoint  oth- 
ers in  their  stead,  which  firemen  shall  be  exempt  from 
serving  as  constables  or  jurors,  or  in  the  militia,  except 
in  case  of  insurrection,  invasion  or  other  imminent  dan- 
ger, and  the  names  of  such  firemen  shall  be  entered  with 
the  clerk  of  the  said  city,  whose  certificate  shall  be  sufli- 
cient  evidence  of  such  exemption  in  all  courts  and  else- 
where; to  authorize  the  mayor,  recorder,  or  any  alder- 
man or  fire-warden,  to  remove  or  keep  away  from  the  vi- 
cinity of  any  fire,  all  idle  and  suspicious  persons  during 
such  fire,  and  to  compel  any  person  or  persons  to  aid  in 
the  extinguishment  thereof,  or  in  the  preservation  of  pro- 
perty exposed  to  the  danger  of  such  fire;  to  require  the 
4sherifl!'  and  his  deputies,  the  marshal,  watch  and  consta-* 
bles,  to  be  aiding  in  the  extinguishment  of  all  fires,  and  in 
preventing  goods  from  being  purloined  thereat,  and  in  se- 
curing the  same;  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  mayor,  re- 
corder, or  any  alderman  present  at  such  fire;  to  require 
the  inhabitants  of  said  city  respectively  to  provide  such 
and  so  many  fire-buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as 
they  shall  prescribe,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  thenci  in 
times  of  fire;  to  prevent  persons  from  selling  fruit  and 
cakes,  unless  licensed  in  the  manner  they  shall  direct;  to 
regulate  the  police  of  said  city;  to  direct  the  paving,  flag- 
ging or  repairing  of  any  of  the  streets  in  said  city;  to  re- 
gulate the  assize  and  quality  of  bread,  and  to  provide  for 
the  seizure  and  forfeiture  of  bread  baked  contrary  there- 
to; to  prevent  the  incumbering  of  the  streets,  sidewalks, 
walls   or  alleys,   with   wheel-barrows,   carriages,   carts, 
casks,  boxes,  lumber,  stone  or  any  other  things  whatso- 
ever; to  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses  and 
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swine;  to  compel  the  sweeping  of  chimneys,  and  to  pis' 
vent  chimney-sweeps,  unless  licensed  as  they  shall  direct, 
from  sweeping  or  cleaning  of  chimneys;  to  restrain  all 
vagrants,  mendicants,  street-beggars,  or  persons  soliciting 
aims,  or  subscriptions  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  ana 
all  persons  from  harboring  them  without  giving  previous 
notice  thereof  to  a  member  of  the  common  council,  or 
one  of  the  board  of  magistrates;  to  light  the  streets  of  the 
said  city;  to  preserve  the  aqueducts  in  said  city;  to  re- 
gulate the  pumps  and  wells  in  the  streets  of  said  city,  and 
to  prevent  the  unnecessary  waste  of  water,  which  may 
■be  needed  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city;  to- 
establish  and  regulate  one  or  more  public  pounds  in  said 
city;  and  for  regulating,  making,  amending  and  maintain- 
ing partition  and  other  fences;  to  ascertain,  fix,  estabrish 
and  settle  the  boundaries  of  that  part  of  the  said  city, 
called  the  "Police,"  and  the  boundaries  of  a"    '      '"     '

of  the  said  city  be  made  for  any  purpose  whatever,  unless- 
by  and  with  the  assent  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  composing  the  common  council  of  the  said  city ; 
and  the  said  common  council  may  enforce  the  obseiTance 
of  any  by-laws  or  ordinances  to  be  made  or  passed  by 
them,  by  inflicting  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  same, 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  recovera- 
ble with  costs,  in  an  action  of  debt,  by  and  in  the  name 
of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  city,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  aad  commonalty,  before  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof;  in  which  action  the  first 
process  may  be  by  warrant,  and  there  shall  be  no  stay  of

S  80.  Upon  the  trial  of  any  issue,  or  upon  the  taking  or 
making  of  any  inquisition,  or  upon  the  judicial  investiga- 
tion of  any  facts  whatever,  to  which  issue,  inquest  or  in- 
vestigation, the  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  and  common- 
alty of  the  said  city  are  a  party,  or  in  which  they  are  in- 
terested, no  person  shall  be  deemed  an  incompetent  wit- 
ness or  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant,  free- 
holder or  freeman  of  the  said  city:  and  if  any  person  shall 
be  sued  or  impleaded  by  reason  of  any  thing  done  by  vir- 
tue of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  person  to  plead* 
the  general  issue,  and  give  this  act  and  the  special  matter 
in  evidence  at  the  trial. 

S  31.  The  common  council  of  the  said  city  may,  from 
year  to  year,  levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  taxable  in- 
habitants residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  "police  dis- 
trict," to  defray  the  expenses  of  lichting  the  streets  of  said 
city,  and  supporting  a  night  watch  therein,  in  such  man- 
ner, at  such  times,  and  to  such  an  amount,  not  exceeding 
six  hundred  dollars  for  either  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  as 
the  said  common  council  shall  deem  expedient  and  proper; 
which  sums  so  directed  to  be  levied  and  collected  by  the 
said  common  council,  shall  be  assessed  by  the  assessors  of 
the  several  wards  of  said  city,  upon  the  said  taxable  inha- 
bitants, according  to  the  last  assessment  roll,  and  a  war- 
rant issued  for  the  levying  and  collection  of  said  tax,  un- 
der the  common  seal  of  the  city,  shall  have  the  like  power 
and  effect  as  if  issued  by  the  board  of  supervisors;  and 
that  the  collectors  in  the  several  wards  shall  have  the  like 
power  and  authority  in  the  collection  of  the  said  tax,  as 
they  have  in  the  collection  of  any  other  tax,  and  shall  give 
such  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty  there- 
in, as  the  said  common  council  shall  direct. 

^  32.  The  treasurer  of  the  said  city  shall,  as  soon  as 
may  be  after  his  appointment  and  before  he  enters  upon 
the  duties  of  his  omce,  execute  a  bond  to  the  said  mayor, 
recorder,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  with  two  sureties, 
to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  common  council,  in  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  said  city,  conditioned  that  he  shall  faithfully  execute 
the  duties  of  his  said  office,  which  security,  in  case  of  a 
reappointment  of  the  same  person  as  treasurer,  shall  be 
renewed  annually,  and  before  the  said  treasurer  shall  en- 
ter on  the  duties  of  his  office. 

S  83.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  city  to 
provide  and  keep  a  book  or  books  of  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  said  common  council;  which  shall  be  open 
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at  all  proper  times  for  the  inspection  of  any  of  the  inha* 
bitants  of  the  said  city:  and  the  clerk,  treasurer,  superin- 
tendent and  marshal  of  the  said  city,  shall  severally  be 
paid  out  of  the  city  treasury,  such  compensation  for  their 
services,  as  the  said  common  council  snail  deem  reasona-* 
ble  and  proper.  The  treasurer  of  said  city  shall  annual-  . 
ly,  between  the  first  and  fifteenth  days  of  March  in  every 
year,  publish'  a  detailed  statement  of  the  funds  of  the  said 
city,  -with  a  full  account  of  the  expenditures  and  receipts 
for  the  last  preceding  year. 

S  84.  The'' common  council  of  the  said  city  may,  from  strati. 
time  to  time,  make  and  establish  by-laws  and  ordinances, 
ordering  and  directing  any  of  the  streets  or  lanes  in  the  ^ 
said  city,  or  any  parts  of  them,  to  be  pitched,  levelled, 
paved,  flagged,  Macadamized,  or  covered  with  broken 
stone,  gravel  or  sand,  or  for  the  altering  or  repairing  the 
same,  within  such  time,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
prescribe,  under  the  superintendence  and  direction  of  the 
city  superintendent;  and  in  case  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  any  houses  or  lots  in  any  such  streets  or  lanes,  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  requisitioifis  of  any 
such  by-laws  or  ordinances,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  said  common  council  to  cause  so  much,  of  the  said 
streets  or  lanes  in  front  of  the  houses  or  lots  of  the  per-* 
son  or  persons  so  neglecting  or  refusing,  to  be  conformed 
to  such  by-laws  or  ordinances,  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  superintendent;  and  upon  the  production  by  the  said 
superintendent  of  the  said  common  council,  of  an  account 
certified  under  his  oath  of  ofiScc,  of  the  expenses  incurred

^  35.  In  case  any  lots,  in  front  where  the  streets  or  (n  front  of 
lanes  shall  have  been  directed  to  be  pitched,  levelled,  pav-  ^***"*  '**"• 
ed,  flagged.  Macadamized,  gravellea  or  repaired,  by  aiiy 
by-law  or  ordinance  of  the  said  corporation,  shall  be  yk* 
cant,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  conformed  to  any  such 
by-law  or  ordinance,  by  and  at  the  expense  of  the  said 
mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  in  const- 
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qaence  of  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  owners  of  such  Iot« 
to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  such  by-law  or  ordi- 
nance, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  air 
dermen  and  commonalty,  if  they  shall  see  fit,  instead  of 
pursuing  the  remedy  by  action  provided  by  the  last  pre- 
ceding section,  to  cause  such  vacant  lots  to  be  advertised 
in  One  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the  said  city,  and 
in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Al- 
bany, for  six  months,  requiring  the  owncis  of  such  lots  re- 
spectively to  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  city  of  Sche-

quire the  same,  they  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  oWner 
or  parties  interested  therein,  or  to  his  or  their  agent  or  le- 
gal representatives,  and  the  said  common  council  shall 
treat  for  such  ground  with  such  person;  and  if  any  such 
person  shall  refuse  to  treat  for  such  ground,  or  the  com- 
mon council  cannot  agree  for  the  same,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  mayor  or  recorder,  by  a  precept  under 
their  hands  slnd  seals,  to  command  the  sheriff  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Schenectady,  to  impannel  and  return,  and  he  is  here- 
by required  to  impannel  and  return,  a  jury,  to  appear  be- 
fore the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Schenec- 
tady, at  the  next  term  thereafter,  to  inquire  and  assess 
the  damages  and  recompense  due  to  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  ground  as  aforesaid;  at  the  same  time  to  summon 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  ground,  or  his  or  their  agent 
or  legal  representative,  by  written  notice  to  be  left  at  his 
or  their  most  usual  place  of  abode,  five  days  at  least  pre« 
vious  to  the  day  of  appearance  specified  in  such  precept, 
to  appear  before  such  court  of  common  pleas  on  the  day 
and  at  the  place  therein  mentioned;  upon  which  venire 
the  said  sheriff  shall  summon  twenty-four  good  and  law^- 
ful  men,  freeholders  of  the  city  of  Schenectady;  which 
jury,  being  first  duly  sworn  faithfully  and  impartially  to 
inquire  into  and  assess  the  damages  in  question,  and  hav- 
ing viewed  the  premises,  (if  necessary,)  shall  inquire  of 
and  assess  such  damages  and  recompense,  as  they  shall, 
under  all  the  circumstances,  jud^e  fit  to  be  awarded  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  ground  for  their  respective  los- 
ses, according  to  their  several  interests  and  estates  there- 
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in;  and  the  verdict  of  such  jury,  and  the  judgment  ajf  tha 
taid 'court  of  common  pleas,  and  the  payment  of  the  sum 
of  money  so  awarded  and  adjudged  to  the  owner  or  own- 
ers thereof,  or  tender  and  refusal  thereof,  shall  be  conclu- 
sive and  binding  against  the  said  owner  or  owners,  his  and 
their  respective  h^irs,  executors,  administrators  and  as* 
signs,  claiming  any  interest  or  estate  of,  in  or  to  the  same 
ground;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be  lawful  for  the  said  may- 
or, recorder,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  to  cause  the  same 
ground  to  be  converted  to  and  used  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said: provided  always,  that  if  such  owner  or  parties  shall 
be  unknown  to  the  common  council,  they  shall  catise  no- 
tice as  aforesaid  of  such  intended  appropriation,  specify* 
iiig  therein  the  ground  to  be  appropnatea,  to  be  puolished 
six  weeks  successively,  in  the  newspaper  printed  by  the 
printer  to  the  state;  and  after  the  expiration  of  such  no- 
tice, to  cause  the  damages  to  be  assessed  in  the  manner 
aforesaid,  without  ^y  other  notice;  and  the  sheriff  in 
serving  the  venire  aforesaid,  instead  of  summoning  such 
owner  or  parties  to  appear,  may  serve  a  notice  in  writing, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  return  of  such  venire,  by  afSxing 
the  same  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  premises,  at 
least  eight  days  before  such  return,  which  service  shall 
be  deemed  a  sufficient  summons:  and  it  shall  also  be  suffi- 
cient  to  state  in  the  venire,  that  the  premises  belong  to 
persons  unknown:    and  provided  further,  that  the  said 
common  council  may  appropriate  the^  premises  aforesaid 
in  cases  of  unknown  or  non-resident  owners  or  parties,  be- 
fore payment  of  the  sum  or  sums  assessed,  and  on  such 
owner  or  owners  or  either  of  them,  applying  to  the  said 
court  of  common  pleas,  and  on  proving  the  extent  of  his 
or  their  interest  in  the  premises  appropriated,  to  the  sa* 
tisfaction  of  the  said  court,  such  court  shall  thereupon  as- 
certain and  determine  the  part  or  portion  of  the  sum  as*  ^ 
fessed  to  be  paid  to  such  owners  and  parties  so  applying 
respectively,  and  enter  the  same  in  their  minutes;  a  copy 
of  which  entry^  under  the  seal  of  the  said  court,  and  cer- 
iified  by  the  clerk,  shall  entitle  the  said  owners  or  parties 
respectively,  to  the  sum  or  sums  so  ascertained  and  de- 
termined; and  in  case  of  non-payment  on  demand,  with 
interest,  or,  in  cases  where  the  owners  or  parties  shall  be 
known  and  named  in  the  venire,  the  said  common  council 
fhall  refuse  or  neglect  on  demand,  to  pay  the  sum  or  sums 
assessed,  with  interest  from  the  time  of  the  judgment  ren* 
dered  upon  such  assessment,  the  said  parties,  or  either  of 
them,  entitled  to  the  same,  may  sue  tor  and  recover  the 
fame  from  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  and  com- 
monalty, in  an  action  of  debt,  together  with  such  interest 
and  costs,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof;  and 
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the  proceedings  under  the  said  venire,  and  antecedent 
therelOf  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  against  the  defen- 
dants. Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
extend  to  the  taking  or  appropriating,  without  the  consent 
of  the  owners,  any  dwelling-house  or  houses,  or  the  ground 
on  which  the  same  is  or  are  erected.  Any  person  aggriev- 
ed by  any  such  assessment  made  under  this  section  of  this 
act,  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of 
this  state,  whose  decision  upon  the  same  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive. 

S  38.  Where  any  known  owner  or  party  residing  in  wihu  pf in- 
the  said  city,  shall  be  an  infant,  without  a  guardian,  and  ^^^^' 
any  proceedings  shall  be  had  under  the  preceding  section, 
it  shall  be  lawiul  fpr  the  said  court  of  common  pleas,  upon 
application  to  them  by  the  common  council,  or  by  such 
minor,  to  appoint  a  guardian  for  the  faithful  execution  of 
his  trust;  and  every  subsequent  notice  and  summons  un- 
der the  said  section,  shall  be  made  and  served  on  such 
guardian,  instead  of  such  infant;  but  if  such  infant  reside 
without  the  said  city,  or  be  unknown,  then  proceedings 
shall  be  in  like  manner  as  against  absent  or  unknown 
owners  under  the  preceding  section,  and  with  like  effect. 

$  39.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  common  council,  Botrd  of 
from  time  to  time,  to  appoint  so  many  of  the  membei's  ^******' 
thereof  as  shall  be  thought  necessary  to  form  a  board  of 
health,  to  aid  and  assist  the  mayor  of  the  said  city  to  car- 
ry into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  several  statutes  which 
are  or  may  be  passed  to  preserve  the  health  of  the  said 
city,  and  to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spreading  of  in- 
fectious and  pestilential  diseases  in  the  same:  and  further, 
that  the  members  of' the  said  board  of  health  shall  receive 
ft  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  said  common  council,  and  paid  by  the  mayor, 
recorder,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  said  city. 

S  40.  That  for  the  good  government  of  the  said  city  of  Poiic«  oaum. 
Schenectady,  and  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  laws  of 
this  state,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  common  council  of 
the  said  city,  a  police  office  may  be  established  by  the 
said  common  council,  at  such  place  as  they  shall  from  . 
time  to  time  provide  and  assign. 

S  41.  The  common  council  of  the  said  city  shall  havepoiic«jn«ti 
pcwer  and  authority  to  regulate  the  police  of  said  city,

covery of  debts.

All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  of  the  legislature  of  this 
r«|iea«d.      ^^q^^q^  heretofore  passed,  relating  to  the  said  city  of  Sche- 
nectady, which  are  repugnant  to  or  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  May  next,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Utica  and  Schenectady  Rati* 

Road  Company. 

Passed  April  29,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  J^ew-York,  represented  in  Se- 
nate and'  Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows : 

* 

SiSS!^""  S  !•  Ail  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursu- 
ant to  this  act,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted 
a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  •*  The  Utica  and  Sche- 
nectady Rail-Road  Company,"  with  power  to  construct  a 
single,  double,  treble  or  quadruple  rail-road  or  way,  com- 
mencing at  or  near  the  city  of  Schenectady  and  running 
thence  on  the  north  side  of  the  Mohawk  river  as  far.  as 
the  village  of  Herkimer,  and  terminating  in  the  city  of 
-  Utica,  at  such  place  as  the  comihon  council  of  said  city 
shall  direct;  to  transport,  take  and  carry  persons  and 
their  ordinary  baggage  upon  the  same,  by  the  power  and 
force  of  animals,  or  of  any  mechanical  power,  or  of  any 
combination  of  them,  which  the  said  company  may  choose 
to  employ;  and  by  that  name  they  are  vested  with  thm 


right  and  privilege  of  erecting,  building  and  making  a  sin- 
gle, double,  treble  or  quadruple  rail-road  or  way,  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  and  the  right  of  using  the  sanie  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  directed  for  and  during  the  term  of 
fifty  years. 

S  2.  If  the  said  corporation  hereby  created  shall  not,  condiiion. 
•  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence 
the  construction  of  said  rail-road  or  ways,  and  expend  at 
least  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  thereon; 
and  shall  not,  within  ten  years  from  the  passage  of  this 
act,  construct,  finish  and  put  in  operation  the  said  single 
or  double  rail-road  or  ways,  then  the  said  corporation 
shall  thenceforth  forever  cease,  and  this  act  €hall  be  null 
and  void. 

5  8.  The  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  two  ^'"*^- 
millions  of  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each;  which  shall  be  deemed  perso- 
nal property. 

S  4.  Nicholas  Deveraux,  Rutger  B.  Miller,  John  E.  ST^S.^^ 
Hinman,  Alfred  Munson,  John  Townsend,  Nathaniel  S. 
Benton,  Tobias  A.  Stoughtenburgh,  Alonzo  C.  Paige, 
Charles  Kane,  James  Porter,  Lewis  Benedict,  Erastus 
Corning,  James  Hooker,  Gideon  Tucker,  John  Mason, 
Francis  Olmsted,  William  H.  Maxwell,  Elisha  Tibbits, 
Henry  Ogden,  John  I.  De  Graff  and  William  James,  shall 
be  commissioners;  who  shall,  on  the  third  Monday  of 
June  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  at  some  suitable  placp 
in  the  cities  of  New-York,  Albany,  Schenectady  and  Uti- 
ca,  open  books  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  said  corporation;  and  thirty  days'  public  notice 
shall  be  given  by  the  said  commissioners  of  the  time  and 
place  of  opening  said  books,  ,in  one  of  the  public  newspa- 
pers in  each  of  the  said  places,  and  in  the  paper  published 
by  the  state  printer;  the  said  books  shall  remain  open  for 
three  days  at  the  cities,  under  the  direction  of  one  or

The  commissioners  shall  assemble 'at  the  city  of  ^n 
New-York  on  the  second  Monday  in  July,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  the  whole  capital  stock  of  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  taken  up,  and  shall  proceed  to-  distribute  the 
capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  among  the  subscribers 
thereto;  and  in  case  there  shall  be  subscriptions  to  more 
than  the  amount  of  such  stock  within  the  time  in  the  last 
section  specified  for  keeping  open  the  said  books,  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners  to  apportion  the 
same  among  the  subscribers  thereto;  in  such  manner  as  a 
majority  of  them  shall  deem  most  advantageous  to  the  in-

books. to  the  said  directors:  and  the  time  and  place  of

ly on  the  first  Monday  in  June  in  each  and  every  year,

places  to  be  designated  as  aforesaid  by  the  said  directors 
as  the  line,  course  or  way  whereon  to  construct  the  said 
rail-road  or  ways;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  cor- 
poration to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  and  use,  all 
such  lands  and  real. estate  as  may  be  indispensable  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  said  double  rail-road  or 
ways,  and  the  accommodations  requisite  and  appertaining 
unto  them;  and  may  also  receive,  hold  and  t^ke  all  such 
voluntary  grants  and  donations  of  land  and  real  estate 
as  shall  be  made  to  the  said  corporation,  to  aid  in  the  con- 
struction, maintenc^nce  and  accommodation  of  said  rail- 
road or  ways;  but  all  lands  or  real  estate  thus  entered, 
taken   possession  of  and  used   by  the  said   corporation, 
which  are  not  donations,  shall  be  purchased  of  the  own-' 
er  or  owners  of  the  same,  and  at  a  price  to  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  between  them;  in  case  of  a  disagreement  of 
price,  and  before  the  making  of  any  portion  of  the  road 
upon  said  land,  the  directors  of  the  said  corporation  may 
present  their  petition  to  the  chancellor,  setting  forth  the 
necessity  of  such  lands  for  making  said  rail-road  or  ways, 
and  of  the  attempt  and  failure  to  purchase  the  same,  with 
the  name  and  residence  of  the  owner,  and  the  reason  why 
the  purchase  cannot  be  made.     And  the  chancellor  shall 
direct  such  notice  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands 
as  he  shall  deem  proper  and  reasonable,  of  the  tinie  and  . 
place  of  hearing  the  parties;  and  upon  proof  of  due  ser- 
vice of  such  notice,  and  upon  hearing  the  parties,  the 
chancellor  shall  appoint  three  competent  and  disinterested 
freeholders,  of  the  county  in  which  the  lands  are  situa- 
ted, to  be  commissioners  to  appraise  said  lands.    The  said 
commissioners  shall  appraise  said  lands,  and  shall  award

Upon  proof  to  the  chan- 
cellor, within  thirty  days  after  his  determination,  of  pay- 
ment to  the  owner,  or  of  the  depositing  to  the  credit  of 
the  owner  in  such  bank  as  the  said  chancellor  shall  di- 
rect, of  the  amount  of  such  appraisement,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  all  expenses  attending  it,  the  said  chancellor  shall 
make  a  decree  or  order  particularly  describing  the  lands

son to  appear  before  the  said  commissioners  and  act  for 
and  in  behalf  of  such  married  woman,  infant,  idiot,  insane 
person  or  non-resident. 

SJ2IllilI*or  ^  ^'  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  construc- 
ioaS"  tion  of  their  rail-road  or  ways,  to  intersect  or  cross  any 
stream  of  water  or  water-courses,  or  any  road  or  high- 
way lying  betwixt  the  places  prescribed  by  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation 
to  construct  said  rail-road  or  ways  across  or  upon  the 
sanie;  but  the  corporation  shall  restore  the  stream  or  wa- 
ter-courses, or  road  or  highway  thus  intersected,  to  its 
former  state,  or  in  a  sufficient  manner  not  to  have  impair- 
ed its  usefulness. 

icgoiatioM.  §  10.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  hereby  incor- 
porated, from  time  to  time,  to  fix,  regulate  and  receive 
the  tolls  and  charges  by  them  to  be  received  for  transpor- 
tation of  persons  and  baggage,  on  the  said  rail-road  or 
ways;  but  no  property  of  any  description,  except  the  or-

If  any  person  shall  wilfully  do  or  cause  to  be  '^•n*^*y- 
done,  any  act  or  acts  whatever,  whereby  any  buildings

ing the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  who  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act  may  receive  a  release  as  hereinafter 
provided,  to  f^ply  to  the  commissioners  of  the  land-office 
for  a  release  of  such  interest  in  the  land  as  the  state  may 
have  acquired  by  such  escheat.

six  cents;  for  every  foot  passenger,  two  cents;  for  every 
horse,  jack  or  mule,  four  cents;  every  cow  or  other  neat 
cattle,  three  cents;  every  sheep,  hog  or  calf,  one  cent. 

§  4.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  keep  any  ferry,  or  erect 
any  other  bridge  across  the  said  Tioughniogha  river,  virith-

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  entitled  ^^An  act  to  reduce  the 
law  incorporating  the  village  of  Brooklyn  and  the  several 
acts  amendatory  thereof  into  one  act,  and  to  amend  the 
same^^  passed  •April  3,  1827. 

Passed  April  30,  1833. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  ^ew-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  Whenever  any  petition  shall  be  presented  to  the  opening  new 
president  and  trustees  of  the  said  village,  to  lay  out  and*"^®*** 
open  any  new  street,  avenue  or  square  within  the  said  vil- 
lage, or  to  widen  or  extend  any  old  street  within  the  same, 
they  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  published,  in  a  newspaper 
or  newspapers  of  said  village,  that  such  application  has 
been  made,  and  of  the  time  (which  shall  not  be  less  than 
twenty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  such  notice,) 
when  they  will  proceed  on  said  petition;  and  if  no  remon- 
strance in  writing  against  the  proposed  improvement  shall 
then  or  sooner  be  presented  to  the  said  board,  or  if,  in 
their  opinion,  a  majority  of  the  persona  who  will  be  as- 
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8es9ed  for  the  expenses  thereof  shall  not  have  signed  sucb 
remonstrance,  and  the  said  board  shall  deem  the  applica- 
tion  proper,  they  may,  on  the  day  specified  in  such  no- 
tice, or  as  soon  thereafter  as  they  can  conveniently  act 
upon  the  same,  by  resolution  determine  to  make  such  im- 
provement. And  to  the  end  that  the  persons  who  will  be 
assessed  may  be  the  better  ascertained,  the  said  president 
and  trustees  shall,  before  giving  notice  of  the  pendency  of

provement, and  the  amount  of  damages  and  benefit  to  be 
sustained  and  derived  therefrom  by  the  owners  of  such 
lands  aiid  buildings  as  may  be  aflfected  thereby.  The  com- 
missioners shall  consist  of  discreet  and  respectable  persons 
who  shall  be  owners  of  a  freehold  estate  in  the  said  village.

The  said  commissioueTs  sbaill  be  sworn  before  some 
SiiSSli.'"  officer  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  faithfully  and  im- 
partially to  perform  the  duties  which  shall  devolve  upon 
thdm  by  virtue  of  such  appointment,  and  shall  then  pro- 
ceed with  all  reasonable  diligence  to  make  the  estimate 
and  assessment  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section;  and 
for  this  purpose  they  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  and 
examine  any  preitiises.  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  be  af- 
fected by  the  said  irtiprovement,  to  hear  the  proofs  and  alle- 
gations of  parties  interested  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  appoint,  and  to  continue  such  hearing  by  adjournment, 
from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall 
make  the  said  estimate  and  assessment  in  the  form  of  a 
report,  which  shall  contain  an  estimate  of  the  expense  of 
the  proposed  improvement,  a  brief  description  of  the  pre- 
mises  necessary  to  be  taken  for  the  purposes  thereof^  and 
of  any  residues  of  lots  or  pieces  of  land  of  which  only  a 
part  will  be  required  for  tne  same,  and  also  of  such  pre- 
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mises  as  will  be  benefitted  by,  but  of  which  no  part  will 
be  required  for  the  said  improvement,  with  the  names  of 
the  persons  interested  in  ihe  said  premises,  a  statement  of 
their  respective  interests,  and  an  estimate  of  the  damages 
and  an  assessment  of  the  benefit  which  will  be  sustained 
and  derived  by  them  respectively  from  such  improvement, 
and  the  proportion. of  the  expense  of  the  said  improvement 
which  each  ought  to  bear;  and  in  making  such  report,  and 
the  necessary  investigations  connected  with  the  same,  the 
said  commissioners  may  be  assisted  by  the  attorney  or 
counsel  of  the  corporation. 

S  3.  When  a  residue  shall  be  left  of  any  lot  or  lots  ne-  JJJJiJiJfJ"*" 
cessary  to  be  taken  for  such  improvement,  the  said  com- 
missionei's  may,  in  cases  where  injury  or  injustice  would 
otherwise  be  done,  and  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lot  or  lots,  include  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  such  residue  in  their  report,  (briefly  describing 
the  same,)   and  estimate  separately   the  value  thereot. 
Every  suc^  residue,  or  part  of  a  residue  which  shall  be  s6 
included,  shall,  upon  the  confirmation  of  the  said  report  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  the  payment  or  tender  of  the 
amount  at  which  the  same  shall  be  so  estimated  to  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  vest  in  fee  simple  in  the  presi- 
dent and  trustees  of  the  village  of  Brooklyn,  who  shall 
thereupon  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same,  at.  a  price  or  pri- 
ces not  less  than  the  sum  at  which  it  shall  have  been  so 
estimated,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  next  adjacent 
lands;  and  if  he  or  they  shall  not,  upon  reasonable  notice, 
(to  be  determined  by  the  president  and  trustees  of  the  said 
village,)  elect  to  take  the  same  at  such  price  or  prices,  it 
shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  at  public  auction,  upon  such 
notice  as  the  president  and  trustees  shall  deem  proper,  fcH* 
the  best  price  or  prices  that  can  be  obtained  for  the  same.    • 
In  case  the  same  shall  sell  for  a  sum  less  than  that  at 
which  its  value  was  estimated  by  the  commissioners,  the 
deficiency  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  general  amount 
of  loss  and  expenses  arising  from  the  improvement.     And 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  event  of  such  a  defi- 
ciency, and  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  thereof,  the 
commissioners  shall  include  in  the  estimate  and  assess- 
ment of  the  expenses  of  such  improvement,  the  estimated 
value  of  any  such  residue  or  part  of  a  residue,  which  may 
be  included  as  aforesaid  in  their  report;  and  upon  the  sale 
of  the  same,  as  above  provided,  the  proceeds  thereof  shall 
be  credited  and  allowed  to  each  of  the  persons  assessed, 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  the  respective  assessments 
against  them. 

§  4.  In  other  cases  in  which  part  only  of  the  land  and  wii«n  put 
prerpises  of  any  person  or  persons  will  be  required  for^aii?**" 
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touch  proposed  improvement,  the  fair  estimated  benefit  to 
be  derived  by  him,  her,  or  them,  in  common  with  others 
from  the  said  improvement,  shall  be  assessed  and  be  a  lien 
upon  the  residue  of  such  land  and  premises;  but  such  as^ 
sessment  shall,  in  no  case  exceed  the  value  of  such  resi- 
due; and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  to  whom  the  said 
report  shall  be  presented  for  confirmation,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  any  assessment  shall  exceed  such  value,  it  shall 
be  good  cause  against  confirming  the  said  report. 

■  S  5.  When  all  the  land  and  premises  of  any  person  or 
persons  will  be  required  for  the  contemplated  improve- 
ment, or  where  part  only  thereof  will  be  required,  and  the 
estimated  damages  to  be  sustained  by  the  appropriation  of 
such  part  to  the  purpose  thereof,  shall  exceed  the  fair 
estimated  benefit  which  in  common  with  others  he,  she^ 
or  they  will  derive  from  the  said  improvement,  the  amount 
of  the  estimated  damages  in  the  first  case,  and  of  the  ex- 
cess of  such  estimated  damages  in  the  last,  shaii  be  as- 
dessed  and  be  a  lien  on  other  lands  ajid  premises  accord- 
ing to  the  estimated  benefit  to  be  derived  by  them  from 
the  said  improvement. 

S  6.  The  said  commissioners  shall  also  estimate  in  their 
said  report,'  any  damages  arising  from  the  said  improve- 
ment, which  may  be  sustained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of 
any  land  bounded  on  a  public  highway,  by  reason  of  the 
location  of  the  proposed  street,  avenue  or  square,  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  interpose  the  land  of  any  other  person  be- 
tween such  proposed  street,  avenue,  or  square,  and  the 
said  highway;  and  the  amount  of  such  estimated  damages 
shall  be  assessed,  and  be  a  lien  on  other  lands  and  pre- 
mises according  to  the  benefit  to  be  derived  by  them  re- 
spectively from  the  said  improvement. 

S  7.  After  the  said  report  shall  be  completed,  it  shall 
•pubiii    .  ^^  g|gj  Yyy  the  gaid  commissioners,  in  the  office  of  the 

clerk  of  the  county  of  Kings.  They  shall  then  cause  a 
notice  to  be  published^that  the  same  has  been  completed 
and  fileid,  and  that  they  will  meet  at  a  time  and  place  therein 
to  be  specified,  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  to  review  their  report.  During  that 
time  the  said  report  may  be  examined,  free  of  expense, 
by  all  persons  interested;  and  at  the  time  and  place  so 
specified,  any  such  person  may  oflfer  objections  in  writing 
to  the  said  report,  and  accompany  the  same  with  such 
aflidavits  as  he  may  think  proper.  The  said  commission- 
ers shall  thereupon  or  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be 
thereafter,  review  their  said  report,  and  correct  the  same 
where  they  shall  deem  it  proper,  and  shall  then  again  file 
the  same  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  county  of 
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Kings.  The  president  and  trustees  shall  then  cause  a  no- 
tice to  be  published  in  the  newspaper  or  newspapers  em- 
ployed by  the  said  corporation,  that  the  said  report  nas  been 
so  completed  and  filed,  and  that  application  will  be  made  on 
behalf  of  the  said  common  council,  to  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  county  of  Kings,  at  its  then  next  session, 
or  to  the  supreme  court,  at  one  of  the  special  terms  thereof 
which  are  held  for  hearing  non-enumerated  motions,  to  be 
specified  in  such  notice,  and  in  either  case  not  less  thaii 
teh  days  from  the  first  publication  thereof,  to  have  the 
said  report  confirmed.  During  the  said  space  of  ten  days 
the  said  report  shall  remain  open  to  the  inspection,  free  of 
expense,  of  all  persons  interested;  and  any  such  person 
may,  within  that  time,  appeal  from  the  said  report.  Such 
appeal  shall  be  by  notice  to  be  served  on  the  clerk  of  the 
said  board  of  trustees,  within  the  period  last  mentioned, 
and  at  least  six  days  before  the  time  at  which  the  said 
report  is  to  be  presented  to  the  court  for  confirmation, 
which  notice  shall  be  accompanied  with  copies  of  the 
affidavits  which  shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  commis- 
sioners (if  it  shall  be  intended  to  use  or  refer  to  copies 
thereof  on  such  appeal)  and  also  with  a  brief  statement  in 
writing  of  the  grounds  of  objection  to  such  report,  and  of 
the  manner  in  which  it  is  contended  that  the  same  ought 
to  be  altered. 

§  8.  Such  appeal  shall  be  heard  by  the  court  to  which  ^gJJ*^ 
the  said  report  shall  be  presented  for  confirmation^  at  the  be  heud. 
time  the  same  shall  be  so  presented.  Copies  of  the  afii- 
davits  which  shall  have  been  delivered  and  served  as  afore- 
said (but  no  others)  may  be  read  against  confirming  the 
said  report,  and  affidavit*  may  be  also  read  to  sustain  the 
same ;  but  no  cause  against  such  confirmation  shall  be 
heard,  except  an  appeal  shall  have  been  made  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  the  seventh  section.  If  no  sufficient  rea- 
son to  the  contrary  shall  appear  to  the  court,  they  shall 
confirm  the  said  report;' or  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  same 
ought  not  to  be  confirmed,  they  may  refuse  so  to  do,  and 
in  the  event  of  such  refusal,  they  shall,  in  the  proper  cases, 
refer  it  back  for  revision  and  correction,. to  the  same  or 
other  commissioners,  who  shall  proceed  to  revise  and  cor- 
rect the  same,  and  cause  it  or  a  new  report  to  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said'  county.  The  president 
and  trustees  shall  thereupon  cause  a  new  notice  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  manner  required  in  the  seventh  section,  of 
the  filing  of  such  report,  and  of  their  intention  to  apply 
for  the  confirmation  thereofl  The  said  report  may  be  ap- 
pealed from  within  the  time,  and  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  the  said  section,  and  such  appeal  shall  be  pro- 
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ceeded  upon,  and  the  said  report  again  disposed  of,  in  the 
manner  oirected  by  this  seetion;  and  as  often  as  any  such 
report  shall  be  referred  back  for  revision  and  correction, 
the  like  proceedings  shall  be  thereupon  had,  as,  are  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  upon  a  first  reference  back  to  the  said 
commissioners.  In  cases,  however,  virhere  the  said  cx>urt 
can,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,*  and  shall  direct  specific 
alterations  to  be  made  therein,  and  such  alterations  shall 
be  made  in  its  presence,  or  during  the  same  tejon,  they 
may  thereupon  absolutely  confirm  the  said  report  without 
further  notice. 

3 ,9.  The  court  to  which  any  such  report  shall  be  pre- 
sented for  confirmation,  shall  have  power,  in  their  discre- 
tion, to  award  costs  against  the  appellant,  in  cases  where 
the  appeal  shall  not  be  prosecuted  or  sustained. 

5  10.  In  laying  out  avenues,  streets,  roads  and  high- 
ways, in  pursuance  of  the  preceding  sections,  the  presi- 
dent and  trustees  shall  have  regard  to  the  streets  and  high- 
Ways  already  laid  out  in  the  other  parts  of  the  sadd  village, 
by  law,  or  designated  upon  the  village  map  heretofore 
made  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  state, 
so  as  to  make  the  same  conform  thereto  as  far  as  may  be 
practicable  and  consistent  with  the  public  convenience,  to 
the  end  that  uniformity  may  be  produced,  and  the  perma- 
nent interests  of  the  said  v^lage  consulted,  in  laying  out 
the  streets  and  avenues  thereof. 

§  11.  After  the  reports  of  the  commissioners  shaJi  be 
confirmed,  the  said  reports  shall  be  delivered  to  the  pre- 
sident and  trustees  of  the  said  village,  who  shall  be  there- 
upon authorised  to  cause  such  improvement  to  be  made. 
At  any  time  within  the  space  of  sixty  days  next  after  the 
confirmation  of  the  said  report,  any  person  from  whom 
any  assessment  contained  therein  may  be  due,  may  pay 
the  amount  thereof,  without  any  additional  expense  for 
collection,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  village.  All  such 
assessments  which  shall  be  unpaid  at  the  expiration  of 
that  period,  shall  be  collected  by  the  village  collector,  up- 
on the  warrant  of  the  president  and  trustees,  under  the 
corporate  seal,  attested  by  the  clerk,  which  shall  authorize 
the  said  collector  in  case  of  refusal  or  neglect  on  the  part 
of  the  person  or  persons  liable  therefor,  to  pav  the  same, 
to  levy  the  same  by  distress  and  sale  of  his,  ner  or  their 
goods  and  chattels  to  be  found  in  any  part  of  said  village. 
The  said  collector  shall  proceed  upon  any  such  warrant 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law  with  respect  to  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  in  the  several  towns  of  this  state,  and  pay 
the  sums  collected  thereon  to  the  village  treasurer. 
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§  12.  The  village  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  persons  (or  naid»f««ia 
to  the  attornies  or  legal  representatives  of  such  persons)     *^"* 
to  vrhom  damages  may  have  been  awarded  in  the  said  re- 
ports, the  amount  of  such  damages,  without  any  deduc- 
tion therefrom  by  way  of  fee  or  commission. 

'S  13.  The  commissioners  of  estimate  and  assessment  ^"t  of  com- 
to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  receive  such  daily  or 
other  tjompensation  for  their  services,  as  the  president 
and  trustees  may  fix  for  that  purpose;  and  such  compen- 
sation, and  the  fees  and  charges  of  surveyors,  and  other 
persons,  shall  be  estimated  as  part  of  the  expenses  of  the 
improvement,  and  be  afterwards  taxed  or  certified  by 
some  officer  authorized  to  tax  costs  in  the  supreme  court 
of  this  state. 

S  14.  If  the  estimate  of  the  expenses  shall  exceed  ^heEweMtob* 
amount  of  expenses  which  shall  be  actually  incurred  in ' 
cnsddng  the  improvement,  such  excess  shall  be  refunded 
or  allowed  to  the  persons  assessed^  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  their  respective  assessments. 

S  15.  In  any  case  of  laying  out  and  opening  or  widening  Ri«hti  ©r 
any  street,  avenue  or  square,  road  or  highway,  under  the      *** 
provisions  of  this  act,  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
county  of  Kings,  or  any  judge  thereof,  in  term  or  vaca- 
tion, shall  have  power,  on  application,  to  appoint  guardi-^ 
ans  for  infants,  or  other  incompetent  persons,  in  the  nature 
of  guardians  ad  litem,  to  protect  their  interests,  or  prose-    , 
cute  appeals;  but  no  such  guardian  shall  be  entitled,  to  re* 
ceive  any  money  belonging  to  any  such  infant  or  other 
person,  unless  he  shall  as  general  guardian,  committee  or 
trustee  of  such  person,  be  entitled  by  law  to  receive  the 
same. 

S  16.  The  said  president  and  trustees  shall  have  power  strwii*  &«. 
,  to  cause  all  streets  and  parts  of  streets,  avenues  and  squares  JJSeJ 
within  the  said  village,  to  be  graded,  levelled,  gravelled, 
paved  or  MacAdamized,  and  to  cause  crosswalks  to  be 
made,  and  drains  and  sewers  to  be  constructed.  They 
may  also  cause  any  such  streets  or  parts  of  streets,  avenues 
and  squares,  to  be  provided  with  lamp-posts  and  lamps,  and 
to  be  kept  lighted,  and  ^y  such  square  to  be  planted  with 
trees,  fenced  in,  and  to  be  cleaned  and  repaired  from  time 
to  time.  The  expense  of  such  measures  shall  be  assessed 
by  the  assessors  of  the  said  village  upon  the  owners  and 
occupants  of  all  the  lands  and  premises  benefitted  thereby, 
in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  such  benefit.  Warrants 
for  that  purpose  shall  be  issued  from  time  to  time,  by  the 
president  and  trustees  under,  their  corporate  seal,  to  the 
said  assessors.    Such  assesmMnt  shall  be  signed  by  the 
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said  assessors,  and  delivered  by  them  to  the  clerk  of  the 
said  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  give  public  notice  in  the 
newspaper  or  newspapers  employed  by  the  corporation,, 
that  ttie  same  has  been  so  left  with  him,  and  that  the  'said 
president  and  trustees  will,  on  a  certain  day  to  be  therein^ 
stated,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  davs  from  the  first 
publication  of  such  notice,  proceed  to  confirm  the  said  as- 
sessment. During  that  period  any  person  interested  may 
appeal  from  the  same  to  the  said  board  of  trustees,  who 
may  determine  such  appeal,  and  alter  the  said  assessment  iir 
such  manner  as  in  their  opinion  justice  may  require.  The 
same  may  then  be  confirmed  by  them  without  further  no- 
tice. All  such  assessments  shall  constitute  a  Hen  upon  the 
lands  and  premises  respectively  upon  which  they  shall  be 
made.  They  may  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  within  the 
same  time,  or  in  defaplt  thereof^  they  shall  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  are  herein  before  prescrrbcd  in  rela- 
tion to  assessments  for  the  laying  out  and  opening  of  streets 
ttt  the  said  village.  When  one  or  more  of  the  assessors 
referred  to  in  this  section  shall  be  interested  in  any  lands^ 
Of  premises  which  shall  be  liable  to  be  assessed,  the  presi- 
dent and  trustees  may  appoint  one  or  more  special  assessor 
or  assesaors  for  the  aforesaid  purposes,  to*  act  in  lus  or  their 
plaee,  who  shall  have,  respective^,  the  same  powers  as 
the  luisessor  or  assessors  in  whose  pkce  they  shall,  have 
been  so  appointed. 

F^ie  eif^  ^  1 7.  When  a  public  cistern  or  reservoir  shall  be  directed 
***"  to  be  constructed,  or  a  street,  or  part  thereof,  or  an  unen- 
closed public  square,  shall  have  been  once  paved,  or  Mac- 
Adamized,  or  a  crosswalk,  drain  or  sewer  made,  in  pursue* 
ance  of  the  previous  provisions  of  this  act,  or  when  a  public 
well  and  pump  shall  be  made  and  put  down,  agreeably  to  the 
next  section  thereof,  such  cistern  or  reservoir  shall  be  con- 
structed, and  such  street,  square,  crosswidk,  drain,  sewer, 
well  and  pump,  together  with  such  cistern  or  reservoir,  kept 
io  repcar  under  the  direction  i>f  the  president  and  trusteesof 
said  village,  at  the  expense  the  vills^e  a^  large;  and  gene-- 
rml  assessments  shall  be  made,  by  the  assessors  elected 
therein,  upon  the  lands  and  premises  therein  situated,  ac- 
cording to  their  value  whenever  it^shcJl  be  deemed  neces- 
sary and  directed  by  the  said  president  and  trustees. 
SiAch  assessments' shall  be  a  lien  on  the  lands  and  premises, 
respectively  upon  which  the  scufne  shall  be  made,  and  the 
provisions  of  the  eleventh  section  shall  apply  as  to  the  pay- 
ment and  collection  thereof.  This  section  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  extend  to  sidewalks^,  but  the  same  shdl  be  kept 
in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  persons  opposite 
whose  premises  the  same  may  be* 
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S  Id.  The  said  president  and  trustees  shall  divide  the  w«niiwi 
said  village  into  well  and  pump  districts,  and  may  alter  g.'JiJE*'**' 
the  same  as  they  may  deem  proper:  and  whenever  an  ap- 
plication in  writing  shall  be  made  to  them  for  a  well  and 
pump  in  any  such  district,  they  shall  cause  public  notice 
of  such  application  to  be  given,  in  the  manner  directed  in 
•the  first  section  of  this  act;  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  no  suf- 
ficient cause  shall  be  shewn  to  the  contrary,  they  may 
grant  such  application,  and  direct  such  well  and  pump  to 
fee  made  and  completed  for  use,  and  the  expense  thereof 
to  be  assessed  ana  collected  within  such  district;  and  all 
the  provisions  of  the  sixteenth  section,  as  to  assessments 
and  the  payment  and  collection  thereof,  shall  be  deemed 
to  apply  to  assessments  to  be  made  under  this  section. 

S  19.  In  any  case  where  an  assessment  shall  have  been  Further  m- 
made  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  if  the  mTjV^^" 
actual  expense  of  the  improvement  shall  exceed  the  esti-  '"'^*' 
mate  made  thereof,  a  further  assessment  may  be  made  to 
supply  the  deficiency;  and  such  further  assessment  shall 
be,  m  -all  respects,  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act 
applicable  to  the  former  assessment;  and  when  the  actual 
expense  shall  in  any  case  fall  short  of  such  estimate,  the 
surplus  shall  be  repaid,  in  cases  where  the  assessment  has 
been  collected,  to  the  person  or  persons  from  whom  the 
same  was  collected,  or  who  may  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  same. 

5  20.  The  president  and  trustees  of  said  village  may,  JJ^gj/*^ 
by  general  or  special  ordinances,  direct  the  digging  out, 
draining  or  filling  up  of  lots  of  ground,  so  as  to  conform 
them  to  a  proper  level,  and  may  enforce  obedience  there- 
to by  imposing  such  penalties  for  a  neglect  to  conform  to 
the  same,  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars.  The  power  to  pass  such  ordinance,  shall 
not,  however,  extend  to  any  case  except  those  in  which 
its  exercise  shall,  in  their  opinion,  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  or  abating  nuisances. 

§  21.  The  said  president  and  trustees  may  pass  ordinan-  JJ^^Jl^^j, 
ces  to  compel  the  building  and  maintaining  of  stone  or  brick  loti. 
walls  between  adjoining  lots,  within  the  said  village,  in 
cases  where  either  of  such  lots  shall  not  properly  conform 
to  the  level  of  the  street,  and  to  require  any  such  wall  to 
be  built  upon,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  lot 
which  shall  not  so  conform,  and  to  be  so  constructed  as  to 
prevent  the  draining  or  running  of  water,  or  any  other 
thing,  from  one  lot  into  the  other.  They  may  also  pass 
ordinances  directing  vacant  grounds  in  the  said  village  to 
be  fenced  in,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  proper; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  trustees  to 
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epforce  obedience  to  any  oridinance  authorised  by  this 
section,  by  penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  every 
week  during  which  the  same  shall  not  be  complied  with 
on  the  part  of  the  person  or  persons  whose  duiy  it  shall 
be  to  comply  with  the  same. 

Work  aty  $  22.  The  Said  president  and  trustees  may,  in  all  cases 
t!^MMwLa  where  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands  or  premises  in 
JiJcT*'*'  ^^®  ^^  village  shall  be  required,  by  any  general  or  spe- 
cial ordinance  or  resolution,  to  cause  streets  to  be  cleaned, 
nuiB£iDces  to  be  abated,  obstructions  to  be  removed, 
grounds  to  be  drained,  filled  up  or  dug  out,  or  any  other 
act  to  be  done  which  they  may  by  law  be  authorised  to 
require  of  him,  her  or  them  to  perform,  and  such  owner
